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The elevations of this building con- 
sist of 2-in. multi-coloured sand-faced 
bricks, with Portiand stone dressings 
and a pantile roof. The ground floor 
accommodation consists of large en- 
trance lobbies to both the saloon and 
public bars, with ampie lavatory accom- 
modation for both sexes off these 
lobbies. Saloon ‘bar and public bar 
hoth have snack counters, and have a 
floor area of 560 sq. ft. each. A.saloon 
dining-room and workmen’s dining- 


room, each of 450 super. feet, are pro- 
vided and:these can be entered from 
the entrance halls or from the bars. 
An office is placed in a central posi- 
tion behind the service space and the 
kitchen, larder, stores, etc., are .cen- 
trally placed at the rear with service 
hatches into both dining-rooms or 
access to them by means-of a 3-ft. 6-in. 
wide ventilating corridor. A large 
staff room is also provided on the 
ground floor. The basement contains a 














well-ventilated beer cellar. 
first. floor there are eight staff bed- 
rooms, two good bathrooms, a linen 
room and a tenant’s sitting-room. The 
estimated cost is about £16,500. 

The plan has been conceived to ob- 
tain:—l. The maximum supervision 
with the minimum staff.. 2. Access for 
the public to the dining-rooms without 
passing through the bars, but with easy 
service to these dining-rooms from the 
kitchen and bars.

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TOPICS OF THE DAY 


A PROPOSED NEW ARCHITECTURAL SOCIETY. 


HE number of architectural organisations already 
d in existence is so large that at first sight it would 
seem almost impossible to add usefully to their number. 
The tendency among such bodies up to a few years ago 
was towards amalgamation and co-operation ; but since 
the war, and especially since the culmination of the 

istration movement, there has been a distinct 
development in the opposite direction. Generally 
ing, in the best interests of the profession, the 
axiom should be, The fewer organisations the better ; 
where, however, it is possible to show that a need 
remains to be served which cannot be completely 
served by any existing body, the desirability of forming 
a new society should at least be carefully considered. 

We reproduce on page 969 a copy of a letter which 
has been sent this week to all “‘ unattached ”’ registered 
architects, and from this it will be seen that it is proposed 
to form a Registered Architects’ Association. When 
it is realised (as we are informed) that there are over 
3,000 unattached architects, representing more than 25 
per cent. of the total number on the régister ; that this 
large body of practitioners is unorganised ; and that 
there is no organisation that can represent their interests 
exclusively, a case may be made out for the proposed 
new body. We understand that the “ unattached ” 
representatives on the Registration Council “feel the 
weakness of their position in endeavouring to represent 
a large body of men and women who have no organisa- 
tion, and who cannot be consulted.” It is ciaimed that 
with a proper organisation a duly elected council could 
have an authority which the present representatives 
can only assume. : . 

Organisation would appear to be in the best interests 
of the “ unattached ” architects themselves, for without 
it they have no means of expressing their views on pro- 
posed amendments to the Registration Act which may 
affect them ; and from the point of view of the welfare 
of the profession as a whole it would be no bad thing 
if this large and widely distributed number of architects 
could be gathered into one representative organisation. 


LONDON BUILDING ACT BY-LAWS. 


UNDER the London Building Act (Amendment) 
Act, 1935, the London County Council were 
empowered to make by-laws with the object of rational- 
ising London Building Practice and putting an end to 
delays caused through the Act being, in some respects, 
behind current building practice. Suggested by-laws 
were made and submitted to various interests for 
consideration and criticism. The resulting by-laws 
have now been published by the Council (L.C.C. agenda 
for the meeting of May 4) and are now duly approved. 
These by-laws cover a wide field, and include definitions 
of beams, columns, incombustible materials and other 
building materialr. Regulation of the loading of floors 
and of factors affecting safety and strength of structures 
18 also provided for. An innovation is a set of by-laws” 
governing the use of constructional timbers. We hope 
to publish a critical review of the by-laws in a later 


issue. 
REVISION OF MODEL BY-LAWS. 

IX spite of the Coronation festivities, a Ministry of 

Health Advisory Committee is hard at work 
advising Sir Kingsley Wood on the revision of the model 
building by-'aws which, under the Public Health Act of 
last year, must be available before next October. These 
by-laws will affect the public in many ways. They will 





be designed, of course, to promote better building, 
greater security, and, at the same time, to provide for 
more economy. In the past, owing to by-laws being 
so inelastic, buildings in many cases have cost far too 
much. There are fourteen men on the Advisory Com- 
mittee, who are working very hard: in the hope of re- 
vising the model by-laws in a way which will be least 
injurious to the public and to the building industry, 
for too many restrictions upon materials and structure 
handicap progress. There is at present a marked 
absence of uniformity in the provisions in local by-laws, 
in spite of many attempts which are being made by the 
Ministry of Health to encourage drastic revision. 


THE EXHIBITION AT ST. PAUL’S. 


[Iz was a happy thought at a time when thousands of 

visitors are in London for the. Coronation to get 
together an exhibition of drawings and models relating 
to St. Paul’s Cathedral. The exhibition, which was 
opened on Tuesday in the Cathedral, is an extremely 
interesting one, comprising as it does models and 
drawings of the medieval as well as the existing building. 
Combining popular with technical interest, it should 
appeal as much to the general public as to the student 
of the Metropolitan Cathedral. The models. include 
The Builder model of the medizval building, which was 
made from the drawings of H. W.. Brewer (of whose 
work several examples are on view), as well as the 
extremely interesting technical models which were made 
at the time of the great work of conservation carried 
out a few years ago... The magnificent model of Wren’s 
favourite design for the Cathedral is‘also on view. <A 
reference to the contents of the exhibition is given on 
page 991, but we propose to publish a fuller notice in 
our next issue. ats 


CORONATION DECORATIONS. 


GoME indication is now being given of the form the 

Coronation decorations in London will'take. They 
should be very successful and fully justify the wisdom 
of appointing architects to control the designs. It 
is interesting and amusing to note the variations in the 
style of the decorations in the West End and in the City. 
The former, as befits that part of the Metropolis which 
is associated with residential and amusement life, is 
gay, tending even to frivolity with decorative masts 
reminiscent of may-poles. Not all of the latter, by the 
way, are perfectly erect, which may be taken, perhaps, 
as the shape of things to come ! 

The treatment of Fleet-street is a triumph for Sir 
Giles Gilbert Scott. More formal, as might be expected 
within the more sober City, the scarlet and white flags 
of St. George, slung in the centre of the street, with 
streamers linking up to either side of the street, give a 
magnificent effect, with St. Paul’s -closing the vista. 
Another tour de force is Sir James West’s scheme for the 
Mall. 

Generally speaking, private decorations are restrained, 
and the Savoy block; with a scheme reminiscent of 
“snakes and ladders,” strikes a light-hearted note in 
keeping with the occasion. A word must be added in 
regard to the grand stands, not only at Parliament- 
square (where there are some truly remarkable efferts), 
but the temporary additions that have been made to 
so many clubs and office buildings. No doubt Nash 
would rub his eyes if he could see the Atheneum, but 
if these. things have to be done, they have been as well 
done, we are certain, as is humanly possible. Altogether 
London should present a fair face to the world on 
May 12. '

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LIVERPOOL SCHOOL OF ARCHITECTURE 
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EXHIBITION OF EXECUTED WORK AT THE R.1.B.A. 
By R. FURNEAUX JORDAN 


Tue larger and more important of our 
schools of architecture have been in 
existence for a sufficiently long period to- 
allow them io exhibit the fruits of their 
training, and it is therefore appropriate 
that the Liverpool School should follow 
up the A.A. exhibition of a few years ago 
with a similar display (now on view at 
the R.I.B.A.) of «the executed work of 
past students and of members of the 
staff. In this case; however, the period 
covered is 15 years instead of three, thus 
adding to the exhibition the interest of 
being a sort of panorama of the changes 
and vicissitudes through which archi- 
tecture has passed during the post-War 
period. ; 

So many leading members of the pro- 
fession have at some time passed through 
the Liverpool studios that congratula- 
tions on the high quality of the work 
shown were a foregone conclusion, but 
further congratulations must be offered 
to the present staff for the exemplary 
manner in which they have assembled and 
displayed this magnificent exhibition of 
photographs, models and working draw- 
ings. 

There are many ways of arranging such 
an exhibition; the works may be classi- 
fied under the. exhibitors’ names or 
chronologically, but Liverpool has pre- 
ferred what is probably the better and 
fairer method of classification under 
types—Civic, Industrial, Domestic, Re- 
ereational, _ etc. Incidentally, _ this 
method helps to emphasise the extra- 
ordinarily high standard of the indus- 
trial work which has been carried out, 
and, as one would expect from Liverpool, 
the high standard of the Town Planning 
section. Both these sections may be 
said to have their culmination in the 
Team Valley Trading Estate, at Gates- 
head, the work of Professor Holford, 
who, of course, holds the Chair of Civic 
Design at Liverpool. This scheme is 
worth very careful study; it is not yet 
complete, but is shown in the form of a 
large . model. 

It is inevitable in such an exhibition 
that one should seek for some common 
note, some evidence that each student has 
in his time come under some common 
influence. Except for the high standard 
shown generally, this note is not very 


. strongly in evidence. This is as it should 


be, for, as Professor Budden so rightly 
says in his foreword to the catalogue: 
“ Students in any school of architecture 
are inevitably distinguished by differ- 
ences of personality and of outlook, and 
the formative period of their development 
is not normally concluded when they have 
completed the course of study which con- 
stitutes their initial professional training. 
On leaving the school they come under 
influences of varying force and are 
affected by those influences in varying 
degrees. . . . It would not be reasonable. 
therefore, to expect any great measure of 
consistency. . . . In the process of train- 
ing and development it (the school) has 
not. sought to achieve uniformity of 
results but rather a broad identity of 
aims.” Those aims are high, but are 
faithfully reflected in the greater part 
of the work shown. The fact that the 
Liverpool-trained man can adapt his 
training and his principles to the 


bewildering diversity of problems which 
the modern world presents to him, and 
yet keep those ideals which he shares 
with other Liverpool men, is, perhaps, 
the highest praise that one could give. 

It is difficult to pick out individual 
exhibits either for praise or blame, but 
if one must criticise it is significant that 
works which reflect extreme points of 
view are probably the least satisfactory, 
and unfortunate that these points of view 
are represented by buildings which, to 
the public, will seem to be amongst the 
most important exhibits. At one end of 
the scale ‘‘moderne” rather than 
modern, are the new premises for Messrs. 
Peter Jones, designed by Crabtree and 
Reilly (in association with Slater and 
Moberly), a brilliant structural tour-de- 
force, but with elevational forms which 
seem to me to descend to the spec- 
tacular. At the other end of the scale 
is Herbert J. Rowse’s Headquarters for 
Martin’s Bank; its rather pretentious 
travertine-cum-bronze commercial classic 
will have its public appeal since it is 
probably the most expensive job in the 
room, and looks it. Between these two 
extremes there is little to criticise and 
a great deal to praise. 

One of the most satisfactory desigus is 
that by Reilly; Budden and Marshall for 
the School’s own premises; a building 
which looks what it is and looks it in an 
eminently satisfying manner. Presum- 
ably this building fulfils its require- 
ments to perfection, since the designers 
must have been unusually familiar with 
the requirements, but both here and else- 
where small key plans would have added 
interest, and would also have made it 
easier to judge the buildings’ essential 
points. 

A whole series of pithead baths by 
Forshaw and Kemp are worthy of study: 
they are possibly derived from Dudok via 
Mr. MHolden’s Underground Stations, 
but they are none the worse for that, 
and they serve to.emphasise the fact that 
it is high time the architect had more 
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aay in the planning and town planning of 
the colliery head as a whole.

also included. Two works of high merit 
are shown by means of models, both by 
H. A: Dod, of Messrs. Willink and Dod. 
these are the Technical College, Birken. 
head, and the new University Library 
Liverpool. They are both modern in the 
best sense, and they both have real 
elevational quality. 

More, perhaps, than any of the schools 
Liverpool has made its contribution to 
ecclesiastical work, the most difficult of 
modern problems, since it is a clagg of 
work which is more closely tied to tradi- 
tion than any other, and usually more 
bound by considerations of economy. 
Velarde’s Church at Bootle has already 
raised a certain amount of controversy, 
in itself a form of praise, and whether 
one likes it or not, it undoubtedly meets 
its planning and structural problems 
fairly and squarely. Bernard Miller has 
a Church at Withington, which attracted 
me, and which I think I liked wery 
much, but what a pity the photographs 
were taken in the dark. The Church at 
Jerusalem, by Holliday and Hubbard, 
seemed to be about as good an example 
as one could have of the proper welding 
together of building and site. 

It is interesting to take a group of 
buildings, such, for instance, as branch 
banks, and to regard them as a whole. 
Together they make a very fine collection, 
and yet they are the work of half a 
dozen men who have only one thing in 
common—their Liverpool training: The 
same might be said of the domestic work 
and of other sections. 

I am afraid that I have picked out 
exhibits for mention in a_ rather 
arbitrary manner, but I should like to 
finish by drawing attention to the work- 
ing drawings which are on show in the 
reception room. Thoroughness and 
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in presentation and in con- 
setion are obviously part of the Liver- 
| tradition, and this is important both 
itself and for the example it sets. Far 
400 much. of the ‘‘ clever ” work which 
js being done in the South is carried out 
jn @ superficial manner, to the ultimate 
detriment of the buildings themselves; 
a careful study of these working drawings 
should be a good tonic in the matter. 
“At the Liverpool School, as all the 
world knows, Professor Reilly established 
a magnificent tradition. It is a tradition 
which is changing with the times, but 
this exhibition shows that, under Pro- 
fessor Budden and his staff, its essential 
qualities are being preserved and _ passed 
on in the best possible manner. 


The Opening Ceremony. 

At the opening of the exhibition on Fri- 
day, April 30, Professor J. L. Stocks, Vice- 
shor of the University of Liverpool, 
occupied the chair. Professor Julian 
Huxley, who performed -the opening 
ceremony, said : ‘‘ I have no special claim to 
speak on architecture, except that I am 
jntensely interested in architecture, as the 
human activity which is both an art and a 
science, and in addition is inevitably social. 
The social function of architecture waxes and 
wanes. There is in this country a great need 
of its waxing at the moment. As regards 
style, we have been largely living on the 
past; as regards technique we have been 
allowing the low standards inevitably asso- 
ciated with the small local.builder to pre- 
ponderate over those which could be available 
to the expert architectural firm; and as 
regards planning, we have been so com- 
plaisant to the idea of individual private 
enterprise that we have permitted chaos. The 
need is there, and is urgent. Luckily there 
are signs that it may be met. We often move 
slowly in England, but sometimes this is 
an advantage. We are now ready, if the 
public response is adequate, to reap the 
benefits of the trial of médern methods in 
other countries. 

“The Liverpool School of Architecture has 
had a great deal of. influence in this pre- 
paratory period. Liverpool was the first 
University in this country to devote its 
Chair of Fine Art to the subject of archi- 
beccerg and the resultant school was the 
rst in Britain to provide anything but even- 
ing classes; Its quilt has aig. Sate 
At the outset there were under a dozen 
students, and the course lasted two years. 

€ course is now a five-year one, yet they 
have 200 students—and a waiting list. It 
is the oldest and the largest university 
school of architecture in the British Empire.

R.1.B.A. Junior Members’ Committee. 

. Sr,—As chairman of the R.I.B.A. 
Junior Members’ Committee, I should be 
very grateful if you would assist in bring- 
ing the. work of- this Committee to the 
notice of those in whose interest it was 
initiated, namely, members and students 
of the Institute under the age of thirty- 
five. 

The Junior Members’ Committee was 
appointed in 1935 with the following terms 
of reference :— 

(2) To arrange informal general meet- 
ings. 

(6) To organise among the junior mem- 
bers of the Institute from time to time, 
as may be necessary, working parties and 
research groups to assist in the work of 
other committees of the Institute, and 
to undertake work on their own initiative 
after having obtained authority from the 
Council. 
~ (c) To keep the Council informed of the 
views, activities and interests of the 
younger members of the profession. 

Up to the present, the activities of the 
Committee have been almost exclusively 
confined to the first two of these cate- 
gories. .They feel now that it is necessary 
to emphasise the importance of the third, 
and to this end they invite the co-opera- 
tion of junior members of the Institute, 
both in London and the provinces. 

It must, of course, be realised that the 
Junior Members’ Committee, not being 
an elected body, cannot claim to be in 
the strict sense of the word representative 
of the section of the Institute with which 
it is concerned. On the other hand, it 
provides not only an open forum for dis- 
cussion at the informal general meetings, 
but a means of direct approach to the 
Council upon practically any subject of 
interest or importance to junior members. 

The value to the Institute as a whole 
of this part of its constitutional machinery 
depends entirely on the extent to which 
contact is made with currents of opinion 
among the members concerned, and that 
in turn depends upon the enthusiasm and 
interest of the junior members themselves. 
There are several ways in which. this 
interest can be directed. Suggestions for 
topics -of discussion at the informal 
general meetings are welcomed by the 
Committee, especially when they come 
from groups, such as students’ associa- 
tions, representing a common interest. 
The expression of individual points of 
view is, however, also invited, as this 
supplies the Committee with the kind of 
evidence which it needs to render its 
activities effective. 

Further, it is felt that a useful purpose 
would be served if the Allied Societies 
were to consider the desirability of estab- 
lishing their own committees of younger 
members, to co-ordinate opinion in their 
particular areas, and report to the 
R.I.B.A. Junior Members’ Committee, 
who would then be in a real position to 
report. to the Council upon “the views, 


‘ activities and interests of the younger 


members of the profession.” 

A list is attached showing the. present 
personnel of the Junior Members’ Com- 
mittee and the various interests which 
are represented on the Committee.

Proposed Registered Architects’ Association. 

A copy of the following letter, circulated 
by the “ Unattached’ Representatives’ 
Association (A.R.C.U.K.), 373, | High- 
street, Chatham, has been sent this week . 
to all “ unattached” registered archi- 
tects :— : ; 

GENTLEMEN,—When it is realised that 
the “unattached.” registered architects — 


‘ number ower 3,000 and represent over one- 


quarter of the total number of architects 
registered, it must be obvious that with- 
out some organisation to safeguard their 
special interests they are unable to 
express their views on any proposals 
which may vitally affect them. 

For some considerable time your repre- 
sentatives on the Registration Council 
have given consideration to suggestions 
which have reached them from time to 
time from “unattached” registered 
architects, regarding the formation of an 
association to cater exclusively for this 
large body of registered men and women. 
The proposal now is to form a Registered 
Architects’ Association, to be controlled 
by and to act exclusively for the 
“unattached ” registered architects. : 

The Registered Architects’ Association 
would be properly constituted and con- 
trolled by its own officers and council, 
who would be elected annually by the 
members of the Association. 

Membership would be open only to 
‘unattached ”’ registered architects, who 
would have the right to use the designa- 
tory letters ‘“M.R.A.A.” The policy of 
the Association would be to co-operate 
with the A.R.C.U.K. and the various con- 
stituent bodies in all matters relating to 
the Act, and particularly those matters 
likely to affect the interests of the 
** unattached.” 

Communications would be sent to all 
members from time to time to keep them 
informed regarding the decisions and 
work of the A.R.C.U.K. and their Associa- 
tion. 

The annual contribution for each mem- 
ber can be a nominal one, with sufficient 
support 

The foregoing information, it is felt, 
will no doubt be sufficient for the 
“unattached ”’ registered architects to 
reply and say if they approve and will 
support the principle. For this purpose 
a post-paid reply card is enclosed, and 
future action will be determined by the 
result of the replies received. ~ 

Tf, as it is hoped, there is whole- 
hearted support for the proposal, a meet- 
ing in London will be arranged at an 
early date to inaugurate the Association, 
and due notice of this. together with the 
general and more detailed proposals, will 
be circulated.

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ARCHITECTURE AT THE ACADEMY 


TuEsE are clearly busy times for the 
architect, who is beginning to feel the re- 
percussions of the trade revival; and it is 
generally the case that such conditions 
tend to limit the range of work shown at 
Burlington House, strange as that may 
seem on.the face of it. The fact is that to 


‘prepare or arrange an exhibit takes time 


and trouble if it is conscientiously done, 
and the architect with little time or energy 
to spare from well-filled days postpones 
his contribution to the show until he can 
do justice to it. 

At such times the Academicians and 
Associates step manfully into the breach, 
and for the rest a great deal of rather 
erdinary work fills space from which it 
would be crowded out under normal con- 
ditions. As a barometer of the times, the 
architectural room is thus apt to read in 
a somewhat negative way, and it must be 
confessed that this year there are all the 
signs of this state of affairs. It is, in fact, 
a very unexciting show, which would be 
really depressing if it represented the best 
that is being done and none other. 


For the most part the work is sound, 
but there are no “‘ high spots ”’ such as the 
visitor is usually encouraged to antici- 
pate. One subject that could have been 
thrilling is the great Whitehall building 
by Mr. E. Vincent Harris, A.R.A., grand 
in scale and conception, which might have 
dominated the room; but the delicate 
style of rendering in line is one which 
appeals only to the architect in a craft 
sense, and the placing of this work oppo- 
site the entrance door, where it appears 
only as a clean, white canvas is an un- 
fortunate error in hanging. 

Among an excellent collection of 
models, well above average in quality and 
interest, the two of Hyde Park Corner 
illustrating the existing condition and the 
proposals of Sir Edwin Lutyens, R.A., and

Sir Charles Bressey, are wonderful pieces 
of craftsmanship. To the architect, how- 
ever, the value of such a prodigious effort 
could be almost as well replaced by a lay- 
out plan. The models, however, fill space 
in a way that will certainly interest the 
general public, and are, therefore, justi- 
fied. 


Civic Work. 


Without suggesting that there is nothing 
more of interest to be seen, we can do 
little more than proceed on our unexciting 
pilgrimage round the gallery where one 
of the largest sections covers Government 
and Municipal work. In this are the 
usual fair sprinkling of Office of Works 
designs and some War Office work into 
which the same influence has crept since 
the rearmament programme began. 
Generally the work is of high standard in 
the refined English style. Mention may 
be made of the Telephone Exchanges at 
Nottingham (No. 1327), by Mr. Archibald 
Bulloch; at Reigate (No. 1344), by Mr. 
Christopher Bristow (a nice little job with 
a well-handled central feature), and South- 
end Village New Police Station (No. 
1391), by Mr. G. Mackenzie Trench in 
equally sound style. The Telephone 
Exchange at Leatherhead, by Mr. F. A. 
Llewellyn, is also dignified and well pro- 
portioned. Less happy is the New Cross 
Telephone Exchange (No. 1297), by Mr. 
Bristow, where an ignoring of floor levels 
sets a disturbing scale. Aldershot Camp, 
Blackdown Officers’ Mess: and Quarters 
(No. 1274) is on a large scale, well grouped 
and in a style that is sound and safe; and 
in No. 1334 and No. 1385 are two well- 
massed subjects on traditional lines as 
Territorial Army Unit headquarters. In 
the first at Southall, by Messrs. Cranfield 
and Mackenzie, one feels the lack of the 
vertical window bars in a style otherwise

somewhat correctly traditional, while the 
second at Edgware by the same authors is 
more satisfactory. Both are illustrated 
by Mr. Farey in his best style. 

Mr, Stanley G. Livock exhibits a pe, 
spective drawing by Mr. Farey of his 
Metropolitan Police Station  Seetion 
House, Broad-street, W.1, in which his 
architectural capacity and refinement, of 
design are well expressed. This is, per. 
haps, one of the soundest works in the 
gallery (No. 1278). 


Mr. Marshall Sisson’s design for the 
New Public Library at Colchester should 
stand comfortably among _ eighteenth. 
century surroundings, and shows eon. 
siderable feeling (No. 1300). Messrs. 
Richardson and Gill show scholarship in 
their restrained scheme for County Offices 
(No. 1371), illustrated by Mr. E. A, § 
Houfe in a simple and unaffected style. 
Of similar restraint, though less happily 
proportioned, is Messrs. Howes and Jack- 
man’s design for Municipal Buildings in 
North London, attractively rendered by 
Mr. White Cooper (No. 1288), in which the 
portico alone is entirely satisfactory. Safe 
and English is the style of Messrs, 
Mitchell and Basil Oliver’s scheme for 
Bury St. Edmund’s (No. 1351). Mr. 
Ernest Scott’s drawing of the scheme is 
efficient. Mr. Vincent Harris’s scheme for 
Bristol (No. 1352) is illustrated in a 
similar medium to his Whitehall draw- 
ings, to which we have already referred, 
though the standard of draughtsmanship 
is not quite so high as in the former case. 
London County Hall extension (No. 1389) 
follows the general lines of Mr. Knott's 
original, which still holds its own after 
20 years. Messrs. Wheeler and Hiorns 
are to be commended for having resisted 
any attempt to strike a new note in these 
well-planned extensions. Miss Elizabeth 
Smeall’s rendering of the subject is 
admirable and virile.

Mr. Donald H. MecMorran’s civic design 
(No. 1374) is shown in a drawing by Mr. 
Harvey, the skill of which does not en- 
tirely compensate for failure to accept the 
architecture as the purpose of the draw- 
ing. 

Mr. Kenneth M. B. Cross’s design for 
Epsom Public Baths (No. 1393) is broad 
and effective in treatment, and Mr. 
Farey’s rendering contributes to an inter- 
esting exhibit. 

In the civic field generally there are 
several interesting subjects, notably Mr. 
Vincent Harris’s Civic Centre and Art 
Gallery at Gloucester (No. 1375), in which 


his fluent sense of design is given full 


play. This is illustrated by Mr. J. D. M. 
Harvey, very successfully. Mr. Cecil 
Howitt’s two Civic Centres at Newport and 
Birmingham, both illustrated by Mr. 
Farey (Nos. 1362 and 1370) are impressive. 
In the former the mounting up of terraces 
and massing is well handled, while the 
latter shows columnar architecture in 
suitable circumstances. A first-class work 
is the bird’s-eye view of a New Town at 
Allhallows-on-Sea by Mr. G. Langley 
Taylor, which Mr. Walcot illustrates in 
his most brilliant form. Both the lay- 
out itself and its manner of presentation 
are of the happiest (No. 1335). 

Mr. Walcot’s pencil impression of 
Whitehall (No. 1331) is also of great inter- 
est and skill, though the propriety of its 
appearance in this particular gallery and 
exhibition may be questioned. Finally,

in this connection there is the restoration 
of Staple Inn by Mr. Ernest W. Spiller 
(No. 1394), which suggests a sympathetic 
handling of a fragment of old London. 


Ecclesiastical. 

- The ecclesiastical section is fairly well 
represented this year, and one or two of 
the exhibits under this class attain a high 
standard of design. Sir Edwin Lutyens, 
R.A., shows a drawing by Mr. Harold 
Greenwood, of the Chapel, Campion Hall, 
Oxford (No. 1273), rendered in subdued 
tones, and showing the power of design 
that is expected of the author. Mr. A. 
Gilbert Scott shows harmonious perspec- 
tives by Mr. le Jeune, of Cairo Cathedral, 
which stands well, despite some minor 
uncertainties of draughtsmanship (Nos. 
1272 and 1277). 

Temple Moore’s St. Wilfrid’s, Harro- 
gate, is an old favourite, and is nicely 
illustrated by Mr. Harold Stevens (No. 
1333). Here was a live feeling for the 
Gothic expression, which Messrs. Caroe 
and Passmore translate in more formal 
terms in their drawing of Templewood 
Chapel, Chalford, Gloucestershire, by Mr. 
T. Carr (No. 1387). 

A lively design and drawing of the 
Church of St. Christopher, Round-green, 
Luton, by Messrs. Richardson and Gill 
(No. 1316), the draughtsman being Mr. 
H. O. Corfiato, is a particularly attractive 
study. The remaining exhibits in this 
section are generally sound, but unexcit- 


ing. They include Mr. Edward Rimmer’s 
Church of St. Whatley-to-the-Hill, Clay- 
shott, Gloucestershire (No. 1314); Mr. 
Frederick C. Eden’s Church of King 
Charles the Martyr, South Mimms, 
Middlesex (No. 1304); and Mr. Terence 
Carr’s Church of the Ascension, Mitcham, 
Surrey (No. 1330). 

Related to the church work is a cultured 
detail of entrance gates to St. James’s, 
Piecadilly, by Sir Reginald Blomfield, 
R.A. (No. 1320), and Sir Herbert Baker’s 
elevation of the Church House, Dean’s- 
yard, Westminster, which Mr. Hepworth 
fluently illustrates (No. 1311). 


Hospitals. 

Hospital buildings are well represented, 
though opportunity has been less generous 
than in other years. Sir Edwin Cooper’s 
exhibits are among the most interesting, 
and his election as Academician is well 
earned. His own perspective drawings 
of the Nurses’ Home for the Babies’ 
Hostel, St. Thomas’s Hospital (No. 1287) 
and that for the South London Hospital 
for Women (No. 1305) are full of quality, 
as is also his set for St. Thomas’s Hospi- 
tal Nurses’ House, etc. (No.,1326). Ina 
very different style, but with a mastery 
of design, appears Mr. Francis Lorne’s 
scheme for St. Dunstan’s Convalescent 
Home, Brighton, where what is called 
the ‘‘ Modern Style” seems sweetly 
reasonable and seasonable (No. 1360). 

The new Westminster Hospital is a 
grand pile of building as expressed in Mr. 
Myerscough Walker’s rendering of Messrs. 
Adams, Holden and Pearson’s design (No. 
1382), and adjoining this is Messrs. 
Parrott and Dunham’s scheme for Bute 
Hospital, Luton, showing a real “ flair” 
for design. A large bird’s-eye landscape 
overwhelms Messrs. Elcock and Sutcliffe’s 
lay-out of Runwell Hospital for Nervous 
and Mental Diseases, which doubtless is 
well planned. 


Schools, etc. 

Among the examples of schools and 
collegiate buildings, Mr. W. A. Forsyth’s 
design for Kingswood School, Bath, the 
Library (No. 1395) is quite charming with 
its sympathetic handling of stone arches, 
which Mr. Farey illustrates with evident 
pleasure. Mr. H. P. G. Maule’s scheme 
for the rebuilding of the Royal Veterinary 
College also shows breadth of handling 
(No. 1281). 

In a frankly modernistic style, used 
with reasonable purpose, is Mr. E. Wams- 
ley Lewis’s design for Harcourt Council 
School for Girls, Folkestone (No. 1292), 
which stands well against a natural back- 
ground. This is illustrated by Mr. Farey. 
In contrast, but with equal freedom, is 
Mr. Holden’s London University Senate 
Room, which is very impressive. Of this, 
Mr. C. Ludford’s tender and capable 
drawing is entirely satisfying (No. 1348). 

The rather high bird’s-eye view of Mr. 
R. Fielding Dodd’s lay-out for Wycliffe 
Hall, Oxford, makes it difficult to appraise 
the scheme in detail, other than as a lay- 
out, as which it appears sound. The 
drawing is by Mr. Farey (No. 1354). 

The handsome architecture of London 
House, Bloomsbury, by Sir Herbert 
Baker, R.A. (No. 1361), is much to be 
admired, and Mr. Hepworth’s rendering 
of the subject does it full justice. A 
similar high quality of design is to be 
seen in Messrs. Richardson and Gill’s 
design for the Foster Court, University of 
London, shown in elevation and plan by 
Mr. H. O. Corfiato. Mr. Verner O. Rees’s 
scheme for the Froebel Educational Insti- 
tute Extensions is quiet and refined in 
feeling. 
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Commercial Architecture. 

A fair number of commercial buildings 
is shown. Probably the most important 
is Mr. Stanley Hamp’s scheme for the 
Adelphi, which Mr. Farey’s. perspective 
shows to be a bold mass, behind which 
able planning seems inevitable (No. 1270). 

Victoria House, Southampton-row, is 
familiar, and of the marriage between 
steel framework and temple architecture 
which Mr. Selfridge initiated many 
years ago, it is a capable example. The 
designer is Mr. Charles W. Long, and the 
draughtsman Mr. .Cyril Farey- (No. 
Messrs. Wimperis, Simpson and 
Guthrie’s scheme for Brook House, May- 
fair (No.-1380), and Mr. Arthur Davis’s 
for No. 20, St. James’s-square (No. 1347) 
are sound traditional works, which the 
modern philosopher may find not quite 
vital; but. the former artists’ scheme for 
No. 103, Mount-street, is strong and 
simple. 

Two exhibits of a “‘ Modern ” -flavour, 
the Universal Insurance Co., by Mr. H. C. 
Constantine, brightly illustrated by Mr. 
Lawrence Wright (No. 1265), and Hali- 
fax House, Nottingham, by Mr. C. F. W. 
Haseldine, illustrated by Mr. Farey (No. 
1279), have considerable quality. Mr. 
Louis de Soissons is also at his happiest in 
his scheme for Welwyn Stores, which is 
illustrated by Mr. Harvey in exuberant 
vein. 

A very charming and pleasure-giving 
exhibit on a smaller scale is Mr. Maurice 
E. Webb’s study for.an Estate Office for 
the Trustees of Whiteley Village, into the 
domestic spirit of which Mr. J. Fletcher 
Watson has fully entered in his attractive 
drawing (No. 1345). 


Hotels, etc. 

Hotels and public-houses contribute at 
least: a fair share to the interest of the 
show, and a high standard of design is 
exhibited. Of these, the best is Mr. G. H. 
Goldsmith’s House at North Circular-. 
road, which is all that. a modern road 
house or an old hostelry should be. Mr. 
Farey contributes joyously to this first- 
class exhibit (No. 1291). 

Messrs. W. Curtis Green, R.A., and 
Son and Lloyd, in association: with Mr. 
W. H. Hamlyn, show four interiors of the 
**Queen’s Hotel,” Leeds (Nos. 1329, 1332, 
1340, and 1341), all of which are decorative 
and sensibly designed. In the illustra- 
tion of the lounge Mr. Farey has made a 
new departure by superimposing the fore- 
ground against the interior perspective 
with pleasing effect. 

“The Greyhound,” near Gatwick Aero- 
drome, by Mr. R. Paxton Watson, is nicely 
handled, and with some individuality, the 
semi-circular colonnaded entrance being 
effective. Mr. F. E. Green’s perspective of 
this subject is happy (No. 1372). Mr. 
Arthur Blomfield’s exhibit, ‘“‘ The Bull,” 


at East Sheen, S.W., is not quite so 


characteristic. 

One cinema subject is shown, and this 
of a high standard, by Mr. Arthur Wm. 
Kenyon, at Rochester Way. A _ bold 
swinging: line to the canopy completes a 
good composition in massed brickwork 
(No. 1386). Mr. Farey is particularly 
successful in his rendering of this subject, 
using colour and shadow of the crowd 
under the canopy as an effective contrast 
to the simple surfaces above. - . 

One aerodrome building also appears 
(No. 1322). -This.is by Mr. Ernest C. P. 
Allen; who makes use of the modernist 
style to good advantage where. ancient 
precedent is not to be found. Mr.. Law- 
rence Wright has produced an effective 


perspective. 
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Two subjects deal with sports ground 
and stadium buildings—No. 1301, at 
Albert-embankment, 8.W., by Messrs. 
Ospalak, and No.. 1303 at. Port Sunlight, 
by Mr. J. L. Simpson. 

The Royal Empire Society Buildings, 
Northumberland-avenue, by Sir Herbert 
Baker, R.A., illustrated by Mr. Hepworth 
(No. 1323), expresses the dignity of the 
institution, and Mr. A. J. Davis, A.R.A., 
shows correct scholarship in his scheme 
for the R.A.C. County Club at Woodcote 
Park, Epsom (No. 1368). 

A sound standard of architecture is 
shown in Sir Guy Dawber’s elevational 
drawing of the Crematorium at Enfield. 

There are two Oriental subjects which 
are arresting and colourful. The best of 
these is Messrs. C. G. and F. B. Blom- 
field’s design for a House for H.H. the 
Maharajah of Jaipur, at New Delhi, fol- 
lowing the sound and freshly conceived 
tradition of the Indian Empire Capital. 
Mr. P. J. Westwood’s perspective of the 
subject is broad in treatment, and with 
a skill which shirks nothing (No. I367). 

The Delada, Maligawa, Ceylon, is more 
fantastic, but imaginative (No. 1308). 

Three orthographical drawings of the 
Irish National War Memoria! illustrate in 
unaffected draughtsmanship the refined 
work of Sir Edwin Lutyens, R.A., and 
T. J. Byrne (Nos. 1294, 1296, and 1299). 

The three subjects illustrating exhibi- 
tion buildings suggest that we have yet 
to find an adequate substitute for the 
White City “ wedding cake ”’ motif.. The 
two illustrations of the British Pavilion 
at Paris Exhibition by Mr. Oliver Hill 
(Nos. 1285 and 1312) repeat parts of the 
same view without any apparent 
advantage, while Mr. Tait’s design for a 
feature at the Bellahouston Park, Glas- 
gow, Exhibition, is a vast structural effort 
for relatively trivial purposes (No. 1369). 


Domestic Work. 

Of the drawings on view there remain 
domestic studies and flat buildings, in 
neither of which is the general standard 
quite up to normal. At the same time it 
should’ be remembered that the standard 
of design in English domestic architec- 
ture is a very high one, and that this 
comment must not be -understood to 
signify a poor standard of work. 

No. 1289, ‘‘ Boldshaves,” Kent; ‘by Mr. 
Robert: Marchant, is thoroughly pleasant, 
as is Mr. C. W. Pike’s rendering of‘ the 
subject. A proposed house in Essex, de- 
signed and drawn by Mr. John Leech, is 
attractive, if somewhat exotic (No. 1298). 
The observer wonders whether the 
romance contrived by clear draughtsman- 
ship would find complete expression in 
bricks and mortar. An interesting set of 
plans illustrate a house at Stowe-in-the- 
Wold, Glos, by Messrs. Monro and 
Matthew, a house which good draughts- 
manship would make in tune with the 
Cotswolds where pen and ink prove too 
hard a medium (Nos. 1317 and 1319). 

Mr. Oliver Law’s house at Summerley, 

Sussex (No. 1328) is pleasantly grouped, 
and illustrated by Mr. Farey in a subdued 
mood. 
' Mr. Hubert Lidbetter’s work is always 
strong and interesting, whether in town 
or country, and his house at St. George’s- 
hill is no exception, and thoroughly indi- 
vidual. In collaboration with the late 
Gerald Warren, his cottages at Windsor 
Great Park for the late King George V. 
are equaily “ taking.” Mr. R. Scott 
Cockrill’s strong drawings in chalk are 
emphatic and effective (No. 1342). 

Mr. Eric C. Francis exhibits a sound 
handling of an old tradition in ‘‘ Long- 
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meadow,” Somerset (No. 1364), illus 

by Mr. Frank A. Evans; and Mr, ¢ 
Fowkes shows a pleasant sun-bungal 
among trees, with a nice feeling {oy sit 
and atmosphere (No. 1392). 

“Presses House,” Salisbury, M 
Fred Harrild is sound, though the viey, 
point of Mr. Farey’s perspective ig a little 
unsuitable for the best presentation of the 
oees style. 

f the blocks of flats, Mr. y; 
Wilkins’s rehousing for the Compan 
of London at Southwark is admirable jy 
its impressive massing and sense of pro. 
portion, and Mr. Farey gives of hig best in 


a perspective of great depth and realism — 


(No. 1325). 

Messrs. Unsworth, Goulder and Bog. 
tock’s “Cottesmore Court,” Kensington, 
W. (No. 1346), is also sound and modern, 
Mr. Lawrence Wright's perspective has 
“gone gay,” but is a harmonious colour 
composition. 

Mr. Arthur Shoosmith’s flats at Key 
Green are studied and scholarly, and 


would fall comfortably into the familiar 


London byways (No. 1366). 
Good massing in elemental simplicity ig 
shown in Messrs. Val Myer and Watson. 
Hart’s “‘ Fountain House,” Park-lane (No, 
1388). Messrs. Douglas and J, .p, 
Wood are ‘successful in their §Soho 
scheme (No. 1267), but the same authors 
depend too much on the eternal balcony 


in their Hammersmith scheme (No. 1365), 


There remain the models, which, as has 
been said, are thoroughly interesting. 


Perhaps the best is that illustrating — 


the Hertfordshire County Hall, by Messrs. 
James, Bywaters, and Pierce, whose 
competition success is well remembered. 
The model shows how well this able 
scheme is translated into fact, and is an 
instance where the “ model” medium 
justifies itself 100 per cent. (No. 1404). 

Messrs. Adshead and Ramsey’s flats at 
Stepney are also suitable subjects, though 
the balcony treatment seems somewhat 
monotonous (No. 1399). Mr. W. G. 
Newton’s Radley College Science Block 
(No. 1400) is also well presented. 

Mr. Musman’s public-house, North 
London, is an attractive piece of work 
(No.. 1402); and Messrs. Richardson and 
Gill’s House at Highgate is interesting, 
though coloured rather unsympathetically. 
_ We have not mentioned the stained glass 


which, though still in bulk, has been used © 


with the wallpaper hanger’s skill to cover 
the blanks. It is mostly good. Some day 
a suitable home will doubtless be found 
for this section of the exhibition. 

So we end our tour of a smal] gallery, 
rather emptier than usual, and yet rather 
more tiring than in the average year. The 
stimulus of surprise, or even of realised 
anticipation, is lacking, and we take our 
comfort from the fact that the work # 
better than it looks at first glance, and 
that architecture to-day is still better.

Tux foundations for this building 
are at present under construction, 
and the model shows the completed 
scheme with its immediate layout. 
The main building round the quad- 
rangle contains, on the ground floor, 
the council chamber with its ante- 
room and the members’ room, both 
of which open on to a members’ 
terrace, facing west and overlooking 
a future layout of cricket ground 
and playing fields. 

The four committee rooms and 
the chairman’s room.are-on.the first 
floor, in. the wing over the open 
colonnade, which is approached 
from the main entrance hall by the 
grand staircase, through the first- 
floor reception Hall: 
Tn the main, the other three sides 
of the quadrangle are occupied by 


four floors of offices for the various 
departments of the County Council. 
A story in the roof has been planned 
within a fireproof structure to take 
the archives stores required by each 
department. The roads and fore- 
court to the main building have 
been arranged to accommodate 
about 100 parked cars. 

The secondary building is occu- 
pied, on the front, by the motor 
taxation department, with its own 
entrance facing on to the large fore- 
court-car-park. The -wing-of- this 
building facing on to the side road 
is designed as a central” county 
library (chiefly | administrative) 
having large book stacks, and with 
accommodation for the housing 
and inspection of county, diocesan

The object is to bring together eats 
from the British Empire overseas and 
those in this country, and to give thera 
a pleasant residence at a moderate cost. 

Tt consists of a large dining-hall, 
with kitchens, offices and bedrooms for 
servants. ‘Ihe hall has been built as 
a memorial to Mr. Evans Bevan by his 
som. The library is a memorial to the 
inventor of the turbine, Sir Charles 
Parsons. When London House is com- 
pleted there will be bedrooms for 300 
students, common-rooms and a house 
for the Controller; also a rifle range 
and squash racquets courts. There will 
be a bust over the entrance gateway of 
Mr. F. C. Goodenough, the founder, 
and in the library a bust of Sir Charles 
Parsons.

The building is constructed of smal 
red bricks with a minimum of stone 
upon a plinth, varying in height, of 
flintwork and Portland stone, which, 
where possible, will be from the hard 
Roach beds. Flints are chosen as bein 
imperishable in London, and the wor 
is of exceptionally good quality, the 
flints being large and varied in colour. 
An arched and vaulted gateway forms 
the entrance, with ee WE of the Great 
Dominions and the uniting crown of 
the Empire. From it, a vaulted gallery 
leads to a large, high vestibule in 
which is a spacious flight of steps up 
to the dining-hall. The vestibule is 
lined with Ancaster stone. Round the 
cove of the library ceiling will be the 
arms or emblems of the fourteen scien- 
tific societies to which Sir Charles 
Parsons belonged.

THE new Nurses’ Home, “ Riddell 
House,” at St. Thomas’s Hospital, 
is the generous gift of Lady Riddell 
as a memorial to the late Lord 
Riddell. The building (illustrated 
below) occupies a site opposite the 
Hospital, with frontages to Lam- 
beth Palace-road and Paris-street, 
and possesses that simple dignity 
with scholarly detail which charac- 
terises all the work of its architect, 
Sir Edwin Cooper, R.A. The én- 
trance in Lambeth Palace-road is 
marked by a stone porch with 
simple dressings to the windows 
over, the latter repeating in the 
facade to Paris-street. The exterior 
is of brick, with strings, dressings 
and copings of Portland stone. The

ground floor is allocated to recep- 
tion, sitting, and recréation-rooms, 
all of simple and tasteful de- 
sign in plaster.

The 
basement, amply lit by a wide area, 
is devoted to lecture and demon- 
stration rooms in connection with 
the preliminary training school, 
and on this floor is the swimming 
bath. The floors above the ground 
each contain about 30 bed-sitting 
and bedrooms for sisters and nurses 
respectively, with bath and lavatory 
accommodation, kitchenette, linen 
and box rooms.

Although the final section of 
County Hall was not completed 
until 1933, it had been apparent for 
some time that, mainly owing to 
additional duties imposed upon the 
Council, the County Hall building 
made inadequate provision for the 
departments that were to be accom- 
modated therein, and that an exten- 
sion would be necessary. Plans were 
accordingly made some years ago in 
the department of the Council’s 
Architect for the provision of a 
building of corresponding length to 
the County Hall on the area 
adjacent to the latter between Bel- 
vedere and York-roads. A- scheme 
on the lines so represented was 
adopted by the Council in the 
summer of 1935, when the plan had 
taken a definite shape and its archi- 
tectural treatment been considered. 

The ‘arrangement of the building 
had from the first been based upon 
the necessity for a use of the site 
that would involve no detriment 
to the natural lighting and other 
practical considerations affecting 
the present County Hall, and 
similarly admit of the new building 
in its turr being not adversely 
affected by the existing structure,

Scott was subsequently associated 
in a consulting capacity with the 
development of its external design 
should emphasise the - importance 
attached to that aspect of the prob- 
lem. 

A prominent feature in the plan- 
ning and treatment of the building 
is the centralised approach roadway 
giving upon the open space proposed 
to be formed in place of the present 
Guildford-street, and which will 
enable the long front of the County 
Hall building to be appreciated in 
a way that hitherto has not been 
possible. In the planning of the 
building itself an arrangement 
affording double-banked offices— 
i.e., on either side of a centrally 
placed corridor—has been applied 
generally. As the building is with- 
out enclosed courtyards, all the 
offices will be lighted from external 
frontages, and on the plan adopted 
will secure the maximum amount 
of available sunshine. To a large 
extent also the offices will have the 
advantage of an outlook upon the 
tree-planted garden which forms a 
feature of the lay-out on the Belve- 
dere-road side. 

The northern and southern sec- 
tions that compose the scheme will 
have a triple archway connection 
and bridge crossing the central 
approach roadway; and suitably 
distributed entrances with stair- 
cases and lifts have been planned 
in six different positions so as to 
secure convenient access and com- 
munication. The basement of the 
building will be used for storage, 
and a garage for 50 cars will be 
arranged beneath ‘the ‘northern 


~-eourtyard. Above ‘the basement-and 


road surfaces the building will have 
a height. of eight stories, including 


__ two above the main cornice partly

in the roof, the whole of whieh will 
be devoted to office accommodation. 


The exterior has been treated on 
generally plain lines, consistent 
with a dignified effect, and, like the 
County Hall building, is intended to 
be finished in Portland stone, with 
metal windows and a red-tiled roof. 


‘The cornice will correspond in 


general level with that of the County 
Hall, and a similar recognition be 
given to the strong string-course 
which forms a feature of the latter 
building at its first-floor level. 


The heating, hot-water supply and 
lighting arrangements will follow 
generally the lines adopted for the 
present building, and will be car- 
ried out under the direction of the 
Council’s Chief Engineer, Mr. T. 
Peirson Frank, M.I.C.E., F.8.I., 
who is also dealing with the founda- 
tions of the building, street works, 
electric lifts, ete. The estimated 
total cost of the scheme is in the 
neighbourhood of £1,100,000, exclu- 
sive of the cost of the land. 


In the planning and architectural 
treatment of the proposed building 
the Senior Divisional Architect 
(Mr. F. R. Hiorns, F.R.1.B.A.) has 
been specially associated with the 
Architect to the Council, Mr. E. P. 
Wheeler, F.R.I.B.A., under whose 
general direction and responsibility 
the scheme is being developed, and 
will be put into execution. Sir Giles 
Scott, R.A., has acted in the capacity 
of Consulting Architect. 

The cost of the first section of the 
building, which will extend from 
Westminster Bridge-road along 
York-road, nearly to the present 
Chicheley-street, ‘will ‘be . about 


. £676,000... Foundations for this :por- 


tion are now almost completed, and 
the erection of the steel framework 
for the superstructure in hand. 
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The Empire Exhibition, 1938. 


This tower for the Empire Exhibition, Scot- 
land, 1938, will be erected on the top of 
Bellahouston Hill, which is some 170 ft. above 
sea-level, and will rise to a height of approxi- 
mately 300 ft., thus providing an unequalled 
view of the surrounding country from the 
three observation balconies. The tower will 
be floodlit at the base and it is proposed 
also to have a battery of lights at the top. 
Two high-speed lifts will carry visitors to the 
observation balconies. On the ground-level 
a large waiting-hall with buffet and offices 
will. be provided. On the first floor a 
restaurant will be situated, with the walls 
almost entirely of glass, permitting patrons to 
have a pleasant» view over the Exhibition. 
The structure will be of steel-frame construc- 
tion, with external walls of light framing 
and composite sheeting of unit design, lend- 
ing themselves to quick erection and also 
rapid dismantling.

The new St. Dunstan’s Convalescent and 

Holiday’ Home is situated ciose to the main 

coast road, facing the sea, between Brighton 

and Rottingdean, the site sloping steeply 

down to. the edge of the cliffs. The building 

is cruciform in plan, advantage being taken 

of the sloping site to give a terraced form of 

lay-out. The main building is extended for- 

wards to form a private chapel at a lower 

level.. The-building comprises various offices, 

sleeping, recreation and work rooms for the 

blind ex-soldiers and quarters for the required 

staff and V.A.D.s. The roofs are set back to 

form terraces and winter gardens. The build- 

| ing will be constructed of steel frame, with

insulating blocks. The windows are metal 

sash with painted finish.

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COTTAGES AT WINDSOR GREAT PARK FOR KING GEORGE YV.

These cottages (see also page 984) are examples of 
some twenty which were built in Windsor Great Park 
and Crown lands adjacent. They were designed on 
the instructions of his late Majesty King George V 
and Queen Mary, who took a personal interest in the 
designs, which were all submitted to them in the first 
instance and received their ‘approval and construc- 
tive ‘criticisms. 

The cottages were built of old bricks and on tradi- 


tional lines, so that they harmonised with their sur- 


roundings. All the cottages are inhabited by employees 


‘on the Crown Jands. The group at Mezel Hill con- 


sisted of a block of four and two blocks of two near 
the Windsor Park Schools. The Cumberland Gate 
cottages were built just inside the park gates to 
accommodate the police whose duties are in and 
around the park. The Crispin cottages are just out- 
side the park, and the illustration shows one of two 
pairs. 

The general contractor was Mr. H. Meckhonik, of 
43, Upper Berkcley-street, W.1. 

The ‘cottages were designed by the late Gerald 
Warren, F.R.I.B.A., in collaboration with Mr. 
Hubert Lidbetter, F.R.I.B.A., who superintended 
their erection.

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This building is erected upon-a very 
difficult site at Bermondsey, and 
occupies the position of an old dry 
dock on the riverside. Before the 
present building was erected, the 
wharf consisted of a range of one- 
storied sheds and a large loading 
platform. After careful considera- 
tion it was decided to erect the new 
building upon the platform and to so 
construct it as to make it practically 
a self-contained unit'and yet tie it to 
the existing sheds in a way to suit 
the particular requirements of the 
owners. Some considerable difficulty 
was met in the formation of the founda- 
tions as upon excavation it was found 
that the wall of the old dry dock was 
not sufficiently sound to afford the 
necessary reaction for the point loads, 
whilst the actual bed proved to be 
nothing but river silt. Eventually it 
was decided to resort to the pneumatic 
caisson system of piling, and after a 
protracted period during which an old 
brick wall, iron chains, and a variety 
of obstructions were met, the founda- 
tions were ultimately completed, and 
the main structure commenced. 

The building consists of a basement, 
loading dock, ground, first, second and 
third floors. The last-named is devoted 
to office purposes, and the remainder 
of the building for storage, with 


special arrangements for loading and

off-loading the productions of the 
Vitrea Drawn Sheet Glass Company. 
A special feature has been made of the 
long loading gantry upon which large 
cases of glass cam be slung and carried 
from one-end of the building to the 
other, which means that in this way 
the cases can be off-loaded from ships 
through the new premises and on to the 






































unloading lorries with the minimum of 
delay. A striking feature in this build- 
ing is the number and nature of cranes, 
which ensure a maximum efficiency in 
handling large packing-cases in which 
the ‘‘ Vitrea’’ drawn sheet “glass is 
transported. 


The building is simple and direct in 
plan, and is constructed of reinforced 
concrete throughout; the external 
surfaces being provided directly from 
wrought shuttering. A staircase which 
communicates with each floor gives 
direct access to the office block and 
from an examination of the plans, 
it will be seen to be so arranged as 
to make future extension a compara- 
tively simple matter. An important 
feature is the use of glass bricks which 
were supplied by the Vitrea Drawn 
Sheet Glass Co., Ltd., and fixed by 
Lenscrete, Ltd., as glass brick walling 
panels,

IONGITUDINAL SECTION. 
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SCULPTURE AT 


"By DORIS HOWARD ROBERTSON 


tr ig regrettable that most of one’s 
udy of sculpture must be carried out 
within the confined space of four walls 
and a roof with their attendant distrac- 
tions, which go to form what we are 
leased to call a gallery. Besides these 
rele and roof and incidental architec- 
tural features there are people, frequently 
many people, restless and unsympathetic 
and claiming attention. Yet in this 


e setting sculptors are asked to present for 


us their message to open our eyes to some 
aspect of life that has perhaps- escaped 
general attention. Would one ask a poet 
to recite works seated in a throng of 
ever-moving people: It is unthinkable. 
Then why must a sculptor accept the 
railway-station atmosphere for his works? 

‘An exhibition of the type arranged in 
the Lecture Room of the Royal Academy 
of Arts suffers from this confinement 
more than most exhibitions, in that its 
exhibits are so diverse and necessarily 
crowded together, no* doubt affording 
students an interesting opportunity for 
comparison and the layman a chance for 
mental indigestion. 

The eye takes at a glance, for instance, 
the contrast of the delicate and winsome 
head of a baby by Fania Pocock and, at 
the same time, the strongly modelled por- 
trait by John F. Kavanagh of Sir Francis 
Joseph, K.B.E., D.L. Cars 

What an enchanting exercise it might 
be to dissociate the sculpture piece by 
piece and to visualise first this one in its 
exact setting in a public building and 
then that one across a water avenue at 
the bottom of a garden, while the bibelot. 
instead of being overshadowed, would 
take its correct place as a centre of 
interest in a domestic setting. 

Well placed in the central hall is the 
bronze lion by Alfred. F.. Hardiman, a 
mannered beast, lithe, confident and 
strong, with mane and hairy legs :perma- 
nently waved into light curls. A success- 
ful beast, one feels, and longs to see it 
proudly in situ, well loved and admired 
by the men of Norwich and their visitors. 

The niche figures for the Manchester 
Town Hall Extension ‘by Hermon 
Cawthra, both strong and serious, suffer 
from their surroundings, as do the com- 
petent works of James Woodford, which

flank the other entrance to the hall. 
“Peace on Entering,” ‘ Health on 
Departure”’—here is something to 
ponder; but in galleries we glance and 
hurry on to find music in Ancaster Stone 
faintly reminiscent of the work of the 
late Gaudier-Bresca and dripping notes 
on a moonlight night. One longed to 
own and to feel this statuette, “ Sonata,”’ 
by Winifred Leveritt; to return to it was

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to be refreshed, so slight.yet so very 
compelling in the attention it required. 
The sculptor is to be congratulated upon 
the strange, and loving care expended 
upon it. 

Dora Gordine’s ‘ Cingalese Girl” in 
bronze, with strongly mannered pose and 
charming texture and handling, claims 
attention, isolating itself comfortably 
from the smaller pieces around it. The 
back elevation not visible [but shown in 
our illustration.—Ep.] was intriguing, 
and the handling of the waspish waist 
and pose brought to mind Eastern gods, 
inscrutable, steady and ageless. To see 
this piece of work placed in cool shadows 
alone, to be contemplated, would be a 
restful joy. x 

Another outstanding bronze is the por- 
trait group of “ Judith and Simon” by 
Gertrude Hermes, pleasantly modelled 
with lovely surface and‘interesting com- 
position -of interlaced thin arms and 
graceful hands, which reminded of hands 
by Epstein. In .complete contrast, 
smooth and cool, is the marble torso by 
Sir W. Reid Dick, R.A. High on the 
wall is a relief by Woodford, ‘ The 
Deposition,” and a fine composition it is, 
such as one might expect from this 
artist. It is one of the few architectural 
pieces of work in the exhibition, and thus 
worthy of much attention. 

As becomes the year, the model for the 
“Great Seal,’ by Sir W. Goscombe John, 
has a proud place, and also the set of new 
coins by H. Paget, depicting our Sover- 
eign. The modelling is crisp and refresh- 
ing; here also is the coin intriguingly 
labelled ‘‘ Mixed Metal Threepence ”— 
modelled by the Royal Mint and larger 
than we are wont to know it, and freed 
from milled edges, giving it a continen- 
tal swagger—and the halfpenny with 
modeHed ship;-and farthing-with a wren, 
by H. W. Parker. The wren is a charming 
little fellow, and the ship seems well set; 
but why not a contemporary. ship on a 
coin bearing the proud date.of 1937? Why 
not one of the “‘ Queen Mary’s ” lifeboats? 
Must we for ever look backward for our 
symbols? 

An exhibition of this kind always 
claims its fair share of animals; even 
stags and does still appear, though not 
quite so fashionable as in former years.

With all this there is also a tripping 
nymph of the rippling waters, light of 
foot and slim of ankle, by Charles 
Wheeler, from whose hand one has en- 
joyed several nymphs, competent and 
capes: as is also his head of Ariel of the 
Bank. 


Gilbert’ Ledward, R.A., deposits for his 
diploma work “ Earth Rests,” a steady 
figure of a woman well composed and 
classic in feeling, a little Mailliolesque, 
if one may make a vague comparison. 
Here the feeling for space and green 
background, tree trunks and even moss 
is almost impossible to suppress. 


Of the many portraits, judgment is 
somewhat difficult; competent ag they all 
are it is not an easy matter to make com- 
parison. While few seemed to show 
great imagination, most, one feels, would 
please the sitters. ‘‘ Dorothy Peters,” by 
Harold Dow, is handled with pleasant 
strength, and Augustus John (Barney 
Seale) stood out by, one feels, combined 
effort. Another powerful combination is 
the bronze statue of J. M. W. Turner, 
R.A., by William McMillan, R.A., to be 
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“ JUDITH AND SIMON ” : BRONZE GROUP, 
MRS, GERTRUDE HERMES, SCULPTOR, 


erected in the Royal Academy, and there 
ig the inevitable portrait in marble of our 
elder little Princess by Zsigmond de 
Strobl. 

There are few pieces, however, which 
would harmonise with modern building, 
and one leaves the exhibition with the 
question foremost in one’s mind as to the 
purpose of sculpture. To interest and to 
stimulate, but where and how if not upon 
our buildings? So many portraits ex- 
hibited, interesting records though they 
are, can never give the widest scope 
which one wishes for this oldest and most 
lasting of the arts. The mind, travelling 
back over the past, cannot divorce Greek 
sculpture from building, nor, for instance, 
can one think of the Baroque period with- 
out the vigorous sculpture which en- 
hanced the architecture. Our own Chris- 
topher Wren placed sculpture and catv- 
ing with delightful decorative effect. In 
contemporary building, however, there 
seems little of this enjoyment of sculpture. 
It would almost seem that the intimate 
collaboration of architects and sculptors 
has been lost in this age of intensive 
specialisation.

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Ay exhibition illustrating the architectural 
history of the two Cathedral Churches of St. 
Paul’s was opened in the Cathedral on Tues- 
day, May 4. A period of nearly 850 years 
is covered, starting about 1087 with the build- 
ing knowh as Old St. Paul’s and ending in 
1930 with the preservation of the present 
Cathedral. The exhibits, which-are drawn 
from the Cathedral collection and augmented 
by a number of important loan exhibits, in- 
clude models, drawings, paintings and 
engravings. 

Old St. Paul’s is represented by some of 
Hollar’s contemporary engravings, some 
modern restoration drawings and some actual 
masonry remains which survived. the Great 
Fire of 1666, and designs by both Inigo Jones 
and Sir Christopher Wren for the suggested 
alteration of the old building are included. 
There is also a model of the Cathedral after 
W. H. Brewer, and several drawings by the 
same artist, lent by the proprietors of The 
Builder.

The evolution of the present Cathedral from 
the first design is illustrated by Wren’s 
models and drawings and by engravings made 
during and shortly after the erection of the 
building. The models, some of which are 
shown for the first time, are of great variety 
and interest, comprising, in addition to 
Wren’s famous ‘‘ Great Model.’’ other con- 
temporary models as well as some of later 
date. 

The remaining portion of a model recently 
identified as 'the first model design for St. Paul’s, 
which was made by Wren at a time when it 
was not considered a matter of practical 
politics to erect a building on the scale of the 
present Cathedral, is also included. 

Belonging to a later period are a construc- 
tional model of one of the main piers and 
superstructure, a Caen stone model of the 
dome and lantern, a model of the great chain 
belts and metal reinforcement inserted during 
the recent preservation works. and a model 
of the subsoil and subsoil water under and 
in the vicinity of the Cathedral

THE ANNUAL REPORT 


The annual report of the R.1.B.A., now 
issued, once again records a year of intensive 
work and development. Membership stands 
at 14,765, there being 1,768 Fellows, 3,794 
Associates, 2,340 Licentiates, 1,969 Students 
and 4,424 Probationers. During the year 
54 Fellows (56), 361 Associates ig and 
71 Licentiates (76) were admitted, the res 
in brackets being the corresponding admis- 
sions in the previous year. There are 31 
Allied Societies, with 38 branches in Great 
Britain and Ireland, and 17 Allied Societies 
with 23 branches in the Dominions and 
Colonies. The membership has now reached 
a total of 8,851, including 4,416 members of 
the R.I.B.A. The membership of the Archi- 
tectural Association is now 2,268,. including 
1,143 members of the R.I.B.A. The reports 
of the Various committees were given. Much 
of the information contained has ap- 
peared in The Builder from time to 
time during the year. An exception is 
the report of the Finance and House 
Committee. This shows that the ordinary 
funds revenue account expenditure during 
the year was £45,517 18s. 8d., as compared 
with an estimated expenditure of £44,724. 
The former figure includes, however, non- 
recurring expenditure of £717 12s. 8d. for 


legal. charges in connection with the new 


leases and mortgage to Lloyds Bank not pro- 
vided for in the budget. Income ,for the 
year amounted to £43,057 11s. 7d., as com- 
pared with an estimated income of £42,963. 
Included in the expenditure is the sum of 
£5,378 17s. 2d. in r t of interest on bank 
overdraft necessitated by the outlay on the 
new premises. As a large proportion of this 
charge will only continue for so long as the 
valuable freehold premises in OConduit-street 
remain unsold, it cannot be considered as a 
normal annual charge on revenue. The 
deficit on the year’s working was reduced 
from £3,444 in 1935 to £2,460 in 1936, and 
it is anticipated that it will be possible to 
show a further reduction at the end of the 
current year.

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MODERN RESEARCH ON BRICKWORK 


SOME PRACTICAL ASPECTS.

Renderings and Stuccos. 

Turning for a moment to. the use ot 
renderings and stuccos, applied externally 
to walls, in practice such renderings are 
often used as a combined cover for com- 
mon brick, whose appearance may not be 
over-attractive, and as an additional damp- 
exchiding skin. Here, again, tests at the 
Building Research Station suggest that a 
cement-gauged lime, a hydraulic lime, or even 
a cement-gauged chalk rendering is preferable 
to one of cement and sand alone, since, owing 
to shrinkage, the latter tends to crack and to 
develop over its surface a network of fine 
cracks, known as crazing, as well as failing 
to secure good adhesion over the whole sur- 
face of the brick. As a result, such render- 
ings often operate as water-admitting rather 
than water-excluding skins. In Germany 
and Switzerland renderings are generally of 
the gauged lime or hydraulic lime type, and 
are applied by a different technique from the 
“floated? method commonly adopted in 
Great Britain. 

In those countries the renderings are 
dashed on with a sharp wrist flick instead 
of being spread over the wall surface, and 
this technique, coupled with the use of the 
more plastic mixes produced ‘by the présence 
of lime, and a scraped rather than a floated 
finish, probably accounts for the admitted 
superiority of the Continental renderings. 


Entry of Moisture by Roof. 

The third: main possible line of entry of 
moisture into a structure is the roof. Burnt 
clay tiles have been used for centuries as roof 
coverings, a fact which in itself suggests that, 
rightly used, they are entirely efficient as well 
as being wsthetically satisfying by reason of 
their mellow tones of colour. Laid to a pitch 
and lap suitable to the weather conditions 
of a locality, properly burnt clay tiles will 
provide a damp-proof roof covering for many 
decades, with practically no maintenance 
costs. It is sometimes stated that where such 
toofs leak it is due to the permeability of the 
tile material. This statement has little logical 
foundation, especially when one remembe:s 
that from early days cases of leaky roofs 
have almost invariably been cured by adopt- 
mg the practice known traditionally as 

torching,’’ whereby the backs of the joints 
between ‘the individual tiles are blocked by 
the application of mortar. 

I would emphasise at once that, for reasons 
given later, the practice of ‘‘ torching ’’ is not 
pit: unreservedly recommended. Reverting

Present 
Buila: 


In this connection, let me quote you some 
recent foreign work on ‘the subject. A 
German worker, F. Weise, writing in a Ger- 
man technical periodical known as T'on- 
Industrie Zeitung, reports the results of 
permeability tests carried out, substantially 
as I have described, on a variety of clay tiles : 
(1) as received from the works; (2) after three 
months’ exposure on a road; and (3) after 11 
months’ exposure on a roof, The report, which 
appears on page 298 of the 1936 volume of the 
T'on-Industrie Zeitung, states that even 
tiles which, as received from the works, were 
quite permeable when tested by the head-of- 
water method became quite impervious to 
the same test after a very brief exposure. 
In concluding his report, the same worker 
states that in view of his results the adoption 
of the pressure method as a criterion of tile 
performance would appear inadvisable. 

That clay tiles are actually considered by 
experien builders and contractors to im- 
prove with age is proved by the existence of 
the well-established practice of salvaging old 
clay tiles from buildings under demolition 
for re-use on new structures. One large con- 
tractor in the South of England, building 
nothing but high-class property, prefers old 
tiles for his work. 


Such dampness~as does appear below plain 
tiles is due to infiltration of rain-spray or 
snow-dust carried by abnormally high winds 
up the joints between the tiles or to moisture 
absorbed by the timber from the atmosphere 
during long spells of humid weather. Various 
methods of dealing with infiltration due to 
abnormal conditions have been used. I have 
already alluded to the traditional one of 
‘* torching,’’ i.e., the use of a seal of mortar 
at the back of the tiles. In addition to being 
relatively expensive in time and labour if 
it is carried out so as to be permanent, such 
mortar will act as a reservoir retaining water 
in contact with the tile, which may therefore 
be kept partly saturated instead of drying 
out. Although, as Madame Andra, working 
at the Braunschweig Technical University in 
Germany, has shown in her Doctorate 
Thesis dated 1934, well-fired clay tiles con- 
tain a sufficient proportion of unfillable pores 
as to render them immune to frost action, 
nevertheless, the proximity of such a reser- 
voir as is constituted by ‘‘ torching”’ repre 
sents a potential means of reducing the service 
life of a clay tile. 

A full-scale exposure test at the Building 
Research Station might be mentioned here. 
Roofs covered with clay tiles laid at a 
steep (60 deg.) and a low (20 deg.) pitch, and 
facing both east and west, have been ex- 
posed there for some years. Part of each 
roof covered with the same tile is left open 
at the back; the other part is ‘‘ torched ”’ and 
boarded. Although all the good-class tiles 
still show no signs of damage, one area 
covered with a rather cheap brand of foreign 
tile is showing definite signs of deterioration, 
varticularly over the ‘‘ torched ’’ area of the 
low-pitched roof facing north, where frost 
conditions are, of course, most pronounced. 


Dealing with Infiltration. 


To deal with possible’ infiltration, the 
cheapest and, at the same time, the most 
efficient method is to place a layer of untear- 
able bituminous felt, between the rafters and 
the tiling battens. This barrier effectively 
excludes all in-blown material, takes care of 
any leaks caused by accidental fracture of a 
tile when fixing an aerial on a chimney-pot. 
and, by cutting off cold winds from the roof 
space, serves to prevent heat loss. Boarding 
beneath the felt gives even better thermal 
protection. Pe 


Brick and Thermal Properties. 


The other aspect of brick construction which 
affects the ¢eontfort of thé occupants, is its 
thermal properties. 
tain a very critical balance between thermal 


Here. we have to main-— 
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data and practical conditions. Heat may be 
lost from a structure: (1) By. transmission 
through the structural materials; (2) by 
leakages through doorways, windows, cracks 
and - crannies. 

As far as transmission is concerned, brick- 
work is one of the best of thermal insulators, 
offering a very high resistance to the passage 
of heat through it, and it is found that in the 
results of tests on heat transmission through 
wall. construction, brickwork of a stated thick- 
ness is usually taken as the standard of com- 
parison. Little systematic work on full scale 
walls built of British bricks and. mortar has 
been carried out, although in 1928 the Build- 
ing Research Station published, as Building 
Research Technical Paper No. 6, the results 
of tests carried out at the National Physical 
Laboratory on small panels of various types 
of construction. One of the outstanding 
points in that report is the effect of cavities 
on thermal transmission. Although, the con- 
struction used was not that employed in 
ordinary cavity wall construction, but con- 
sisted of elm air spaces formed by 
alternate headers and stretchers laid on edge, 
nevertheless. some 20 per cent. increase in 
thermal resistance resulted from such partial 
cavity construction. To remedy the lack of 
information on the heat transmission of brick- 
work under service conditions, full scale tests 
of walls exposed to the weather are now in 
progress at the Building Research Station, 
the actual heat loss through solid, closed 
and ventilated cavity constructions being 
measured. The comparison of closed and open 
cavities is of particular importance, ‘since 
there exist two schools of thought at present, 
one of which urges closed cavities, so as to 
take advantage of the thermal as well as the 
moisture-barrier effect of the air space; the 
other school urging ventilation so as to pre- 
vent the development of high humidities in 
the air space, and hence, condensation and 
possible timber rot. 


Brick or Concrete Walls ? 


Before leaving the thermal aspect of brick- 
work, I would like to .point out one of the 
disadvantages likely to accrue if economy of 
space be attempted by using thin concrete 
walls in place of somewhat thicker brick 
walls. The total therma] resistance of a 
material depends upon thickness, and, since 
the thermal resistance of brickwork and con- 
crete are of the same order, naturally, cold 
will penetrate more quickly through a thin 
concrete wall than through an ordinary brick 
wall. 

Attempts elsewhere to increase the thermal 
efficiency of concrete walls by a backing of 
cork or other thermal insulation have not met 
with unvarying success, the cold inner face 
of the concrete causing condensation thereon 
of the room moisture, which causes staining 
of the decorations and rot of the insulation. 

As regards the effect of window space in 
walls, it is interesting to note that Dr. 0O. 
Stadler, physicist, working at the Swiss 
Federal Testing Station in Zurich, has 
found that as the proportion of window to 
‘wall space increases, the heat loss rises very 
markédly ; for example, in ordinary single 
‘glazing, the heat loss through the wall is 
doubled when the proportion of window area 
rises to 17 per cent. When the amount of 
window space rises to 40 per cent., which 
represents an average modern figure for well- 
lit constructions, the heat loss. through the 
windows is five times that through the brick- 
wall. Those interested in this aspect might 
like to read the original paper, which will be 
found in Physik Des: Backsteins (Brickwork 
Physics), pp. 19-30. 

So far I cave dealt with the comfort aspect 
of a structure. 1 would now like to devote 
a few moments to the security aspect. As 
regards the strength of ordinary brickwork 
in both walls and. piers, under ordinary cir- 
cumstances the ultimate strength in_com- 
pression of such structures is normally so 
much above the actual crushing stresses they 
carry in practice, as to represent a safety 
factor of 20 or more. A very valuable series 
of tests on the strength of various representa- 
tive British bricks and hollow bricks built 
into piers and walls were carried out 4 few 
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he results have been published by H.M. 
Stationery Office as Building Research Special 
Report No. 22, price Is. 3, under the title 
** Mechanical Properties of Brick and Brick 
Masonry.” 


Reinforced Brickwork. 


So far, only resistance to compression has 
been considered. When racking and shear 
stresses, such as may be set up by gross 
settlement, as in mining areas, by earth- 
quakes or heavy machinery, or by explosion 
pressures such as the bursting of shells or 
aerial bombs in the vicinity, research has 
shown that the resistance of brickwork to 
such stresses is dependent more on the bond 
between the mortar and the brick than on the 
compressive strength of the bricks themselves. 
Tt has been further shown that this resist- 
ance to tensile and shearing stresses can be 
greatly enhanced, as in reinforced concrete, 
by the insertion of reinforcement, either as 
rods or mesh, in the brickwork joints. _ Actu- 
ally this basic fact was first demonstrated 
about a century ago by the famous engineer, 
Sir Isambard Brunel, who, whilst building 
the Thames tunnel, also carried out some 
full-scale tests on reinforced brick canti- 
levers. Nothing in the way of systematic de- 
velopment seems to have followed his success- 
ful tests, however, and it was not until the 
War period that any systematic investigations 
were carried out on reinforced brickwork. In 
1918 the Government of India published in 
India a two-volume report by A. Brebner on 
his tests and full-scale construction carried out 
at Patna, in India, in reinforced brickwork. 
This excellent piece of work first showed 
that reinforced brickwork could be designed 
on equally as exact a basis and with the same 
general design formule as are used for rein- 
forced concrete. The fact that the construc- 
tion required little or no shuttering, gave an 
wsthetically satisfactory surface effect with- 
out further treatment, and could be erected 
without special plant by ordinary building 
labour, were all points in its favour. 
Although apparently ignored in Great Britain, 
the results of this pioneer Indian work were 
seized on with avidity by both American and 
Japanese authorities, primarily, no doubt, 
because it looked a likely solution to the 
problem of construction in earthquake zones. 
In both these countries reinforced brickwork 
construction has been systematically studied 
and developed, and the whole detailed tech- 
nique of design and construction worked out. 
For those among you who would like to look 
into this coming mode of construction more 
fully, a survey of the whole field of rein- 
forced brickwork, together with some detailed 
examples, appeared in the Journal of the 
Royal Institute of British Architects, on 
January 23 of this year, copies of an autho- 
rised reprint of which can be obtained from 
the Clay Bureau. 

Apart from its general application both to 
large construction and to structures where 
racking stresses are likely, the use of a small 
amount of reinforcement in the lintels of 
openings in ordinary brickwork would seem 
to be an adequate solution to the problem of 
all-brick lintels, and will do away with the 
troubles frequently caused by the shrinkage 
of concrete lintels after placing. 


Applied to the construction of single-brick 
ceilings of ordinary houses, reinforced brick- 
work will give a ceiling upon which the much- 
feared small incendiary bomb from aircraft 
could fall and burn without setting fire to 
the structure below. . In terrace construction 
and the like, such brick ceilings would also 
act at all times as additional party walls to 
prevent the spread of fire from one house to 
another. 

Finally, I would remind you that all the 
new tones of colour and types of texture to 
be found on modern brick faces are further 
contributions of research, carried out mainly 
in_ manufacturers’ laboratories on the same 
types of clay as our forefathers used to build 
such beautiful buildings as Hampton Court, 
and the numerous other brickwork structures 
for which Great Britain is so noted.

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MODERN FLATS: MENACE OR NECESSITY) 


DISCUSSION AT THE ARCHITECTURE CLUB 


** MopeRN Flats: A Menace or a Neces- 
sity? ’’ was the title given by the Architecture 
Club to its after-dinner discussion on Thurs- 
day, April 29. This took place at the Savoy 
Hotel, London, W.C.2. 

The President (Mr. R. Holland-Martin, 
C.B., etc.) opened the discussion by saying 
that flats apparently came first from Scotland, 
the first mention of them in English literature 
being in ‘‘ Red Gauntlet,’’ where Sir Walter 
Scott said, ‘‘ We chose to imitate some of the 
conveniences of the English dwelling-house 
instead of living piled up above each other in 
flats.” In 1887 Miss Braddon had written, 
‘‘The rents of these flats seemed to be ex- 
tortionate.”’ 


Mr. Darcy Braddell, F.R.I.B.A., who 
followed, said he had recently been present at 
a debate where the question was propounded, 
‘*Qan a nation be reared in flats?’’ But on 
that occasion flats had. been discussed only 
from the point of view of the poorer classes, 
until he had himself raised the question, 
“‘Was it right that the members of the pro- 
fessional classes should spend a quarter of 
their income and cramp their families into 
the warrens which house agents described as 
“luxury flats’?’’ How long had the world 
been accustomed to live in flats? Their presi- 
dent had quoted Sir Walter Scott, but the 
Romans had lived in flats, and the custom 
had continued in Italian towns until this day. 

The speaker then showed a number of 
Jantern slides. One of these was of a building 
still standing in the older part of Edinburgh. 
It was a block of fiats built two hundred or 
more years ago, with a little window on each 
floor, out of which used to be emptied into 
the street household slops of every sort and 
description—after the possible passer-by had 
received fair warning by a cry of ‘‘ Gardeloo.”’ 
A much later block was also illustrated, in 
which Sir Walter Scott himself had lived. 
Ideas on the subject of hygiene had made 
some progress by that time, and water-closets 
were provided, but these were away from all 
possible light and air in the middle of the 
building. Londoners of that period did not 
live in flats, except in the case of the Inns of 
Court and the Albany Club, but in 1875 the 
Albert Hall Mansions were built by Norman 
Shaw. These deserved the name of luxury 
flats, for they had spacious rooms, and there 
was in each tenement accommodation for ser- 
vants as well as for the householder and 
family. 

Sir William Rothenstein said that in the 
modern luxury flat the occupier paid an 
exorbitant rent merely to save maids the 
trouble of lighting fires and so that he could 
have a hot bath at any hour of the day or 
night. But people suffered a terrible loss 
through being penned up in these tiny places, 
and it was intolerable that young people with 
a family should have to take such rooms. 

Mr. T. J. Cullen (managing director, 
London County Freehold and Leasehold 
Properties, Ltd.) said Mr. Darcy Braddell 
should have shown some really good flats, 
for these existed. Flats could be built with 
gardens attached, far better than those 
attached to houses in London, and far better 
than such squares as Portland-square. If 
the houses around Portland-square could be 
cleared away and a sensible block of flats 
erected instead, to house the same number 
of people, everybody would agree that Port- 
land-square would be a much more beautiful 
thing. But he agreed with previous speakers 
that if we must limit our ideas to the nests 
of tiny boxes that were being built we must 
all hate flats, and suggest they were a 
menace. But why were the nests of tiny 
boxes built? He thought the trouble was 
that the architect was necessarily com- 
mercially minded, and consorted with the 
developer, who was a greedy fellow, and whe 
in turn consorted with a rapacious ground 
landlord. Thus we got the result that it 
was hardly possible to build anything but 
nests of boxes. But he could tell of flats 


built within the last few years that. were 


attractive and had gardens, and w 

were dogs and children. A flat, ioe — 
most useful thing to people getting married 
They could start with a flat, and after a fey 
years take a house in the suburbs. Then 
when the family had grown up, they could 
return to another flat in London. Apart fro 

flats built for the artisan class, there on 
in London five years ago 24,500 flats : to-da 
the number had grown to 37/,500. Practical! 

the whole of these had heen built within th 
last 50 years, and during the same period 
the total number of dwellings in London had 
mereased by 118,000. This figure included 
the flats, and it was illuminating to find th

At the statutory meeting of his com ) 
years ago, the chairman had staked hi 
reputation that the shareholders would neve 
receive less than 8 per cent., but for years 
the usual dividend had been 2 or 3 per cent, 
and it was not until 1928 that 8 per cent, 
was reached. In 1905 almost every block 
of flats in London fell into the hands of 
mortgagees, and these were unable to realise 
the amount of their mortgages, This was 
because a third of the flats were empty, and 
if we went on building flats that were merely 
nests of boxes the same thing would happen 
again, because people would not live in these 
tiny little rooms. 


‘Mr. T, P. Bennett, F.R.LB.A., said one 


of the reasons flats were built in London 
was because of the prohlem of transport that 
London shared with other great cities, 
Auother reason was that women no longer 
wanted to spend their lives doing housework; 
they had other occupations—music, bridge, 
goli, visiting the sick, or even earning a hy- 
ing. Flats were convenient to certain classes 
of the population because they eliminated 
the journey to and from work. 1n some cases 
people who lived in flats had country cottages 
in which to spend their leisure and bring up 
their children. Flats should be built in 
places where people wanted to live, so that 
not 10 rich people but 40 people with 
moderate incomes could have the outlook over 
a park or London square; but this was only 
possible if one designed many dwellings on 
a relatively compact area. There was also 
the possibility in certain classes of building 
of providing communal services. All who 
had been to Vienna had seen the fine kinder- 
gartens, laundries, etc., attached to blocks of 
dwellings, and this was not possible with 
houses scattered over large areas. Flats 
should be built for the class who were to 
live in them. People’s outlook varied greatly; 
one person liked a fine entrance hall, another 
disliked such display, and unless the entrance 
hall was of a modest, cultivated type, 
would not live in the hlock of flats. In 
flat development one had to consider poe 
occupations, amusements, standards of life and 
ideas of comfort. A Member of the House 
of. Commons could not leave at 11, 12 or 
1 o’clock and journey five or 10 miles to 
a desirable suburb. A worker in the theatre, 
restaurant or newspaper world must have a 


dwelling place near his work. Ground rents ” 


were one cause of flats being dear. In one 
case the houses ona site now occupied by 4 
block of flats had yielded a ground rent of 
£700 or £800 a year : the ground rent of the 
block of flats was approximately £8,000 4 
year. Then, included in the rent were certain 
services. To these must be adde 
rates, etc., so that the return to capital was 
not large. He was building flats now om 
which the owners never hoped to realise more 
than 64 per cent. per annum when the block 
was fully let and completely successful, 

Professor A. E. Richardson said flats nag 
a menace not only to the inner parts 0 
London but extending from Epping. to 
Leatherhead, just as one found American 
skyscrapers not only in New York but = 
the western plains. The old _pleasam 
amenities were disappearing, never to 
replaced. London was becoming a strange 
place, ugly and depressing.

Annual Meeting. 

At the annual general meeting of the 
Berkshire Society of Architects, held at 
Reading, Mr. A. J. C. Cooper was elected as 
chairman for the ensuing year.

The architects of the 
country. needed a still greater intercourse 
amongst themselves and with the public they 
desired to serve.

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“SOME LEGAL ASPECTS OF -WATER. SUPPLY—V 
: «DOMESTIC PURPOSES ” 


By W. T. CRESWELL, K.C., Hon. A.R.1.B.A., A.S.1., etc., and 
NORMAN P. GREIG, B.A., Barrister-at-Law. 


REFERENCE has been made in a 
previous article to the duty of every local 
authority under the Public Health Act 
of 1936, which comes into force on Octo- 
ber 1 of the present year, of securing, so 
far as is reasonably practicable, that 
every house (and school) has available, 
within a reasonable distance, a sufficient 
supply of wholesome water for “‘ domestic 
purposes.” Reference has also been made 
in Article II to the power of a local 
authority to require new houses to be pro- 
vided with a sufficient water supply. It 
has also been pointed out that, under the 
circumstances mentioned, a local autho- 
rity may refuse to issue a “ certificate 
of fitness.” It is therefore a matter of 
extreme importance to see that the pro- 
posals for the supply of water, submitted 
with the plans of new houses in accord- 
ance with building by-laws in force, are 
in fact complied with, and, further, that 
no proposals are submitted that cannot 
be so complied with. By local authority, 
under the 1936 Act, is meant the councils 
of boroughs, urban districts and rural 
districts, and the provisions of that Act, 
as regards water supply apply only to 
local authorities who supply water. 

It is therefore a matter both of interest 
and importance to the builder and house- 
holder to consider what is meant by the 
term ‘‘ domestic purposes.” ; 


‘** Domestic Purposes.” 

In the first place, it may be pointed 
out that this term is not defined in the 
Public Health Act of 1936, though Section 
12 of the Waterworks Clauses Act of 1863, 
which is incorporated in the 1936 Act, 
goes some way towards supplying a defini- 
tion by providing that a supply of water 
for domestic purposes is not to include 
a supply of water for cattle, or for horses, 
or for washing carriages, where such 
horses or carriages are kept for sale or 
hire, or by a common carrier, or a supply 
for any trade, manufacture, or business, 
or for watering gardens, or for fountains, 
or for use for any ornamental purpose. 


(1) Definitions in Metropolitan Water Acts. 

Some local Acts, however, include a 
definition, and a long one is contained in 
Section 25 of the Metropolitan Water 
Board (Charges) Act of 1907. That Act, of 
course, applies only within the district 
served by the Metropolitan Water Board, 
including the administrative County of 
London. Under that Section, the expres- 
sion ‘“‘ domestic purposes ” is deemed to 
include water-closets and baths con- 
structed or fitted so as not to be capable 
of containing when filled or filled up to 
the overflow or waste pipe (if any) more 
than 80 gallons. But it is not to include 
a supply of water for any of the follow- 
ing purposes—viz.: Steam, gas, motor and 
other like engines; railway. purposes; 
ventilating purposes; working any 
machine or apparatus; consumption by 
or washing of horses or cattle; washing 
carriages or other vehicles; watering 
gardens by means of any outside tap or 
any hose, tube, pipe, sprinkler or other 
like apparatus; fountains or any orna- 
mental purpose; cleansing sewers and 
drains; cleansing and watering streets or 
roads; fire extinction; flushing drains 
by means of any apparatus discharging 
automatically; public pumps, baths or 
washhouses; any trade, manufacture, or 
business; and any bath constructed or 
fitted so as to be capable of containing 


when filled or filled up to the overflow or 
waste pipe (if any) more than 80 gallons. 

It need only be mentioned, in connec- 
tion with the supply for “‘ domestic ser- 
vices,’ that ‘‘ school,’? now included, is 
defined in the 1936 Public Health Act as 
including a Sunday school or a Sabbath 
school; hence the requirement as to a 
sufficient supply of wholesome water will, 
after October 1 of the present year, apply 
to such schools, outside the administra- 
tive County of London. As to what is 
meant by ‘‘ reasonably practicable ”’ is a 
point, in this connection, that,has yet to 
be decided. 


(2) Legal Decisions. 
Apart from the definitions mentioned 


above, there are a number of legal . 


decisions, of more interest probably to 
property owners than the builder himself, 
dealing with the question of ‘‘ domestic 
purposes,” which are summarised below. 
This decision presents some complexity, 
and has arisen in circumstances where 
the term is not specifically defined by a 
relevant Section of an Act, 


Lord Atkinson, in a House of Lords 
case in 1914, observed: ‘‘ According to the 
ordinary meaning of language, I take it 
that water supplied for domestic purposes 
would mean water supplied to satisfy or 
help to satisfy the needs, or perform or 
help in performing the services, which, 
according to the ordinary habits of 
civilised life, are commonly satisfied and 
performed in people’s homes, as dis- 
tinguished from the needs and services 
which are satisfied or performed outside 
those homes, and are not connected with, 
nor incident to . . . the occupation of 
them. ... It is the character of the pur. 
pose for which the water is supplied, and 
not the character of the premises to 
which it is supplied, that is the crucial 
consideration in determining whether the 
water is supplied for domestic services 
or not.” 


That seems. fairly clear, as does the 
broad definition given in a case by 
Lord Jessel, M.R.—namely, that the term 
is intended “ roughly to include all the 
water that the occupiers of a house or 
building in which they dwell, use for the 
health, comfort and enjoyment of them- 
selves, apart from any trade or business 
purpose.”’ 

But, on the other hand, the question 
is not quite so simple in every case. For 
example, some local Acts have laid it 
down that water for swimming baths is 
not: water for ‘“‘ domestic ” purposes, but 
in a case where a doubt was expressed 
as to whether water might be so held, 
Lord Justice Vaughan Williams said that 
“he did not intend to decide that a 
supply of water to a swimming bath was 
necessarily in every case a supply for 
non-domestic purposes.” 

The following, among others, have been 
held to be ‘‘ domestic purposes ” :-— 

1. Water for watering a horse and 
washing a carriage. 

2. Water for washing a doctor’s car, 
and purposes in connection with it. 

3. Water for use of a workhouse. 

4. Water for a pleasure garden, which 
was not used through a pipe. 

5. Water for cleansing, cooking, drink- 
mg and purposes of sanitation in a 
boarding-house. 

6. Water used for warming business 
premises, and by a resident caretaker for 
cleansing and household purposes. 
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7. Water used in a public-house, which 
served luncheons, for cooking food and 
«¢ washing up.” 

8. Water supplied to a factory for flush- 
ing conveniences, under the Public 
Health (London) Act of 1891. In one case 
Lord Loreburn obsenved that “the real 
question is whether water used for the 
mere personal convenience of the men 
employed in a factory can be said to be 
water used for the purpose of the trade 
carried on in the factory. In my opinion 
such a contention is not possible, such 
water is not supplied for any trade pur- 
pose at all.” 

In the following instances the water 
supplied has been held not to be for 
domestic purposes :— 

1. For a school swimming bath. 

2. For a golf club-house where no one 
slept. 

3. For extinguishing a fire in a house or 
hay-rick. 

4. For “ fixed baths,” where the supply 
for “baths” was expressly exempted from 
the term ‘‘ domestic purposes.” 

5. For lavatories at a railway station. 

6. For water supplied to a beerhouse 
(see No. 7 above). 


LAW REPORT 


CHANCERY DIvIsIon. 
Before Mr. Justice Srmonps. 


SUPPLY FOR THE ELECTRIFICATION OF 
RAILWAY LINES. 


The Attorney-General v. the Liverpool 
Corporation and the L.M.S. Railway Co. 

This case came before his’ lordship on a 
motion which the parties agreed should be 
treated as the trial of the action. 

Sir Stafford Cripps, K.C., in support of 
the motion, said that the action was brought 
by the Attorney-General (at the relation of 
the Birkenhead Corporation) against the 
Liverpool Corporation and the L.M.S. Rail- 
way Co., and the plaintiffs were, by the 
motion, asking for an order restraining the 
Liverpool Corporation from supplying to the 
railway company electricity for use in con- 
nection with its Wirral lines, and a similar 
order was asked restraining the railway 
company from taking that supply. 

The question to be decided was where the 
tailway company was to get its supply of 
electricity from for running trains on the 
Wirral lines. Subject to the result of the 
present action, the railway company had de- 
cided to take its supply from the Liverpool 
Corporation, which had to supply it at a 
point within the Liverpool area. The view 
of the plaintiffs was that such a supply would 
be illegal. The fact that the Minister of 
Transport had consented to a joint applica- 
tion by the Liverpool Corporation and the 
railway company had, counsel submitted, no 
meaning as the supply was ultra vires. The 
sole question to be decided by the Court was 
whether or no that supply was ultra vires. 

The Wirral lines ran between the Rivers 
Dee and Mersey. The case raised an impor- 
tant question of law under the Railway and 
Electricity Acts. A public inquiry had been 
held by the order of the Minister of Trans- 
port, but it was not necessary to trouble his 
lordship with that. He (counsel) contended 
that upon the proper construction of the 
material statutes the railway company had 
no right to take its electricity supply from 
outside the Wirral area. 

Mr. Tyldesley Jones, K.C., appearing for 
the defendants, contended that by reason of 
recent legislation, the railway company had 
power. to take its electricity supply from 
where it chose. 

Continuing, Sir Stafford Cripps, dealing 
with the Electricity Acts, submitted that the 
power to supply electricity to an undertaking, 
partly within and partly without the area of 
supply, could not apply to the present case, 
as there was no continuing line of railway 
which included both the Wirral lines and 
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the L.M.S. Railway Co.’s line within the 
Liverpool area of supply. The Minister of 
Transport could not, he contended, set aside 
the statutory limitations already existing, 
and he submitted that the railway company 
was only entitled to use electricity for its 
Wirral lines subject to the Wirral Act, 
1900. 

Mr. Tyldesley Jones contended that there 
was no prohibition in the Wirral Act, 1900, 
which operated to exclude a later enabling 
power, and therefore that Act was of no 
assistance at all. The question at issue was 
whether Section 47 of the Electricity Supply 
Aci, 1926, could be availed of, enabling the 
Liverpool Corporation to give the supply. 
The Corporation had power to supply elec- 
tricity for haulage or traction to a railway 
undertaking among other undertakings partly 
within and partly without its area. Did the 
railway company own a railway partly within 
and partly outside the Liverpool area of 
supply? Sir Stafford Cripps said no, on the 
ground that the railway company’s undertak- 
ing was not continuous. His (Mr. Jones’s) 
case was that there was nothing in the Act 
about continuity, and that there was no 
justification for introducing that word. The 
defendant railway undertaking from Euston 
to Glasgow included all the disconnected 
parts, including the Wirral and other lines, 
which at one time were separate undertak- 
ings. He submitted there was no justification 
for saying, for the purposes of Section 47, 
that the word ‘‘ undertaking’’ had to split 
up in separate units. The undertaking of the 
defendant railway company, by virtue of the 
absorption, became one undertaking. 

At the conclusion of the arguments of 
counsel, his lordship said the question raised 
was of great public importance, and he would 
take time to consider his decision. 

His lordship, in the course of an elaborate 
written judgment, having stated the agreed 
facts, said he was of opinion that both the 
defendants, viz., the Liverpool Corporation 
and the railway company, had brought them- 
selves within Section. 47 of the Electricity 
Supply Act, 1926. That section read as 
follows :— 

‘‘ Where any authorised undertaking may 
supply and are supplying within their dis- 
trict or area of supply electricity for haul- 
age or traction to any company or authority 
being the owners or lessees of a railway dock, 
harbour, or canal undertaking situate partly 
within and partly without that district or 
area, such authorised undertakers may, sub- 
ject to the consent of the Minister of Trans- 
port and to such limitations and conditions 
(if any) as he may prescribe, either generally 
or in any particular case, so supply elec- 
tricity to be used for any purposes of such 
undertaking, whether within or without such 
district or area of supply, and such company 
or authority may, subject to the consent of 
the Minister of Transport and to such limi- 
tations and conditions (if any) as he may 
prescribe, either generally or in any _par- 
ticular case, use the electricity so supplied 
for any purposes of their undertaking for 
which they are entitled to use electricity.” 

His lordship said that the Minister of 
Transport had made inquiry and was com- 
petent to give his consent to the Liverpool 
Corporation supplying to the railway com- 
pany any electricity for any purposes of the 
railway undertaking, whether within or with- 
out the area of supply of the Liverpool Cor- 
poration. The Minister, after due inquiry, 
had given his consent to the proposed supply 
and user, and that put an end to the matter. 
The motion must be refused and the action 
accordingly dismissed with costs. 


Progress of North-East Trading Estate. 

At the Team Valley Trading Estate, which 
started operations in the North-East Special 
Area last year, some 30 factories have been 
let, and should be occupied by the early 
autumn. Over 500 men have found employ- 
ment in building on the estate, and it is 
expected that these 30 factories will provide 
work for 2,000 men and women.

There are many cases dealing with such 
nuisances as this one, but querist will need to 
take legal advice. It may be that his action 
for nuisance should be brought in respect toa 
public nuisance rather than in respect to a

Building Sands. 

Srr,—In your issue for April 23 Mr. 
H. G. Lloyd gives a mathematical and 
diagrammatica] explanation of a pheno- 
menon well known to ail users of mortar 
and concrete—namely, that the finer the 
sand the greater the proportion of cement 
required to reach a given strength. 
There are two reasons. In simple lan- 
guage these are:— 

(1) The total surface area of the grains 
in a fine sand is greater than the total 
surface area of the same quantity of a 
coarser sand, whatever the shape of the 
grains; this means that more cement 
paste will be required to coat all the 
surfaces of the fine grains -than is 
required to coat all the surfaces of the 
coarser grains. 


(2) More water must be added in the 
case of the fine sand because there is a 
greater surface area to be covered and 
more cement paste will be necessary; if 
no more cement is added the extra paste 
is obtained by adding water only—in’ 
other words, the cement paste is thinner 
and, consequently, weaker. To produce 
mortars of equal strength the cement 
paste which binds the grains together 
must have equal strength. This means 
that, as the surface area increases with 
finer sands, more water is required to 
wet all the surfaces of the grains and 
more cement must be added so that the 
cement paste is not diluted and 
weakened: that is, a richer mix is needed 
the finer the sand. 


In using Mr. Lloyd’s method, there 
appear to be three stages before the 
proper proportions of sand, cement 
and water can be decided upon. First, 
the size of the sand is found by passing 
a sample through six sieves with meshes 
of different size, and finding (pre- 
sumably by weighing) the percentage 
passing or retained on each sieve and 
rae ig the “surface index” from the 
table. 


Having found this ‘‘ surface index,” in 
the example given we divide it by 
nine and add it to the figure 3.65, and 
obtain a “least damping value”’ of 5.44 
per cent., which indicates the amount 
of water required. 


Next we ascertain the amount of bulk- 
ing of the sand due to moisture content, 
and make allowances for this. Then we 
ascertain the amount of water contained 
in the sand, and make further allowances. 

As a result of all this we reach a table 
of ‘Sound — proportions for different 
classes of work,’ which are those 
generally adopted by the present methods 
of rule-of-thumb based on experience. 

However sound the method may be 
from a theoretical point of view, it seems 
far too cumbersome to use in everyday 
work. The cost of the sieves and the 
time required to make these tests and 
calculations are considerable and beyond 
the ability of most plasterers and brick- 
layers. If it were left to the foreman 
to make the calculations and tests he 
would have a whole-time job, because, 
due to the variable grading, bulking and 
water content of different deliveries of 
sand, even from the same pit, it would 
be necessary to test every batch of sand 
before it is mixed. This variation is 
also found in different parts of a stock- 
pile of sand stored on a job, and it will 
vary again from day to day as weather 
conditions alter the bulking of the sand. 
The only way to avoid these continual 
variations would be to uze dry graded 
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sand, such ‘as is supplied, at high cost, 
for testing purposes. 

In spite of all the publicity that has 
been given to. water-cement-ratio, fine- 
ness modulus of aggregates, the effeet 
of surface area, etc., it is doubtful 
whether the improvement in the pro- 
perties of concrete and mortar during 
the past twenty years has exceeded the 
improvement due to the better quality 
of Portland cement. In fact, in some 
directions, such as crazing and shrink- 
age, modern concrete often suffers from 
troubles which were practically unknown 
previously. It is often interesting to see 
concrete thirty or more years old being 
cut out; it appears to be as good as any 
concrete made to-day. The reason, no 
doubt, is that in those days it was every- 
day practice to mix concrete as dry as 
possible and ram it in place; English- 
men were, in fact, then practising the 
“‘theories”’ discovered in the United 
States only fifteen years or so ago as the 
result of hundreds of thousands of tests. 
In the same way the effect of the bulking 
and fineness of sand is just being “ dis- 
covered,” although it was faithfully 
described by well-known engineers in 
the early 1890’s. 

Any method which will help to pro- 
duce more uniform mortars and con- 
cretes is to be welcomed, but it does 
seem to the writer that, if it is to be 
used in practice, it must be more with- 
-in the ability of the men on the job, 
and have more relation to practical 
every-day conditions. 

Mortar. 


In reply to the above letter, Mr. H. G. 
Lloyd writes as follows :— 

It is difficult to know how to help 
“* Mortar,” for while admitting that the 
fineness of sands affects the strength of 
mortar, he refuses to purchase half a 
dozen 8-in. dia. standard sieves and a 
pair of scales in order to determine the 
grading of his sand. He refers to the 
excessive surfaces of fine sands, but does 
not know how much they are and will 
not use my simple method, which shows 
how to obtain the surface index of a 
sand. He does not know the amount 
of water his sand requires, and thinks it 
too laborious to divide the surface index 
figure by 9 and add it to 3.65, so obtain- 
ing the percentage of water required to 
-damp the sand. If a sand is damp when 
he is about to use it he will not do the 
five minutes’ simple test devised by me 
on the known fact that the bulk of a 
sand dry or saturated with water is about 
the same. This would enable him to 
obtain the correct proportions by volume 
of cement and sand. : 

Let us see what will be the effect in 
the case of rendering, as he complains of 
crazing. Take the example I gave of a 
sand which when damp bulks 1} times 
its dry volume and proportions of 24 to 1, 
as given in the last column of my table 
No. 2 (which he considers common 
practice, though about that I cannot 
agree). The actual proportions measured 
damp will be 2.50 to 1, but if the sand so 
measured were dried the proportions 
would be 1.875 to 1. There will be too 
much cement in the mortar, and the 
result will be that shrinkage and the 
crazing he complains about will occur, 
since any stronger proportion than 2} to 1 
is not safe from shrinkage. The result on 
the job will be discord between the clerk 
of works, the foreman, the architect, the 
contractor, the cement merchant and the 
sand merchant, and in the end dissatis- 
faction and increased cost, because men 
of the type of “Mortar” will not accept 
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the help offered them and take a little 
trouble and so save a great deal. 


Empire Trade: Need for Reciprocity. 

In the course of a letter on this subject, 
the Viscount Thurles writes as follows :— 

“Surely the time has come when a 
greater attempt should be made to bring 
about Empire economic control. Over- 
seas Empire countries are fast developing 
manufacture, although their earlier 
interests lay in the production of primary 
products. Whilst the development of 
local manufacture reduces the export 
potentialities of the U.K. manufacturer, 
he recognises that each country has the 
ambition to become self-satisfying. Over- 
seas Empire countries have been wise 
enough to retain tariffs on U.K. products 
entering their countries,.and, in addition, 
some of them have the ability to apply a 
dumping duty. The U.K., however, 
seems to be willing to sacrifice not only 
the manufacturer, but the employment 
he can give, by allowing practically all 
Empire manufactured goods to enter the 
home market free. 

“The Dominions must be very puzzled 
when they observe the amount which is 
being spent to promote employment in 
the U.K. when, as a result of the one-way 
Empire Free Trading system we have in 
force to-day, employment in the U.K. 
is reduced. We cannot blame Overseas 
Empire countries for having made such a 
good bargain from their point of view, 
but have the Empire interests as a whole 
been improved?

of full reciprocity.”

For this 
method of building, he said, a frame was 
made of hardwood, and there was an incom- 
bustible filling of brick, plaster, or other 
material. There was a risk of leak occurring 
between this filling and the frame, especially 
when the latter was of oak, because season- 
ing, changes in humidity, etc., acted on the 
wood and caused fissures to appear between 
this and the infilling. Trays or flashings 
should be provided to drain out the moisture 
that penetrated the wall in consequence. 
- Log buildings were used in some parts of 
the world. Showing an illustration of one in 
Siberia, the lecturer said such buildings gave 
excellent. protection from all conditions of the 
weather, but because of expense were out of 
the question in this country _ A modification 
of the method was used in Germany, the walls 
being of timber four or- five inches thick, 
sawn from the log but with one side left in 
its natural condition. 

In the modern type of timber-framed build- 
ing, as commonly erected in Sweden, the walls 
consisted of tongued-and-grooved boarding 
two or three inches thick, and formed into 
vertical panels. The panels were fixed to a 
frame, but the main purpose of this was to 
give an air space between the outer wall and 
an inner one of wood or plaster. Floors and 
roofs were always double—in this agreeing 
with American and Canadian ‘practice. ‘The 
sub-floor would be of 1 in. boarding, and the 
floor itself of 14 in. tongued-and-grooved floor- 
ing. Mass production methods were being 
introduced, the timbers being prepared in the 
factory and panels made the whole height of 
the building and about three to four feet 
wide. These were brought to the site, set up 
on the wall plate and fixed together. Build- 
ings of this kind would probably be brought 
to England. 

In the United States and Canada the 
general practice was to have a frame or 
skeleton that carried the load. Two methods 
were practised, the choice of method depend- 
ing on the size and quality of the building 
to be erected. In the cheaper class the studs 
were tenoned and morticed to plates, spaced 
14 in. to 16 in. centres, and ran through the 


* whole height of a two-story building. Braces 


might be used to strengthen the frame, or 
bracing might be provided by diagonal sheath- 
ing. The outer wall consisted of weather- 
boards over the diagonal sheathing. Build- 
ing paper was laid between sheathing and 
weatherboards. Wood or plaster board was 
used inside for finishing. ‘This kind of thing 
was usually called balloon frame construction. 
For better-class work, plates were used at 
each floor level; all frame panels were braced, 
and heavier timbers used. 

With regard to roofs, the lecturer said a 
flat roof defeated insulation from heat and 
cold, and was difficult to make watertight. 
The pitch of a roof of shingles (i.e., wooden 


. tiles) should be not less than 35 degrees. Red 


cedar shingles had a life of 60 years; oak 
would last twice as long, but was liable to 
warp and twist. The shingles should be 
nailed to battens, and if over boarding, build- 
ing paper should be laid between. They 
should be laid in three courses, and stag- 
gered so that no joint came directly over 
another. Less than one-third of a shingle 
should be exposed. To allow for swelling 
they should be laid from } in. to 4 in. apart. 
They could be used for wall covering above 
dado level, hung in the same manner as on 
the roof, and in this case less cover was 
necessary; nearly half might be exposed. 

Of weatherboards or siding, the. lecturer 
said a variety of timber might be used. Red 
cedar was suitable, so was the wood of the 
wn pine tree; but in the latter case 

® wood should be protected by paint or by 


creosote and oil. Sections of weatherboards 
varied: simple feather-edged boards might 
be used, or these might be rebated, or re- 
bated and chamfered, and so on. The wood 
might be as left from the saw, but was pre- 
ferably planed. Weatherboards could be 
mitred at the quoins, but a better job was 
made by the use of angle fillets with rebated 
cover for ends of weatherboards. Window 
frames could be treated with cover boards 
lapping over the weatherboards. Doors, 
windows and architectural features did not 
vary ‘from ordinary building; their design 
depended on the architect’s particular ideas. 

For interior covering, expanded metal and 
plaster was one of the best, being fire-resist- 
ing; but plaster boards, wood boards, five- 
ply, etc., might all be used. They were all 
fixed direct to the studs. 

At one time insurance offices refused to 
grant a policy on a building entirely of wood, 
out now they would insure at their ordinary 
cates if proper precautions were taken. Such 
erecautions consisted chiefly of building fire- 
stops into the house. The object of these 
stops was to prevent the spread of hot gases 
chrough concealed spaces, e.g., between sub- 
door and floor, between inner and outer walls, 
or between walls and roof. The fire-stop 
should be of some incombustible material 
such as mineral wool or weak concrete mixed 
with sawdust. Metal lathing with cement 
plaster should be used under the eaves. Fire- 
place construction did not vary from that in 
a brick building, but a space of 2 in. was 
required between Lrick and wood, this space 
being filled with mineral wool or similar in- 
combustible material. 

The lecturer used the term “‘ temporary 
buildings ’’ for timber-framed Army huts, 
bungalows, etc., of light construction, capable 
of lasting from 25 to 50 years. These might 
be made of light materials in complete sec- 
tions bolted together, with a sectional roof 
also bolted together. Ceiling and floor joists 
were laid after erection of the. carcase. 


ROAD IMPROVEMENTS 


In their fiftieth annual report just issued, 
the Roads Improvement Association state 
that it is particularly concerned at the slow 
progress of the Five-Year Road Plan. In 
1935 the Government definitely promised that 
£100 million should be spent upon road im- 
provements over five years; two years have 
elapsed, but instead of two-fifths—£40 
million—of the proposed works being car- 
ried out during this period, the value actu- 
ally accomplished is less than £13 million. 
This explains why there is no improvement 
in the freedom and safety of movement upon 
the highways, as the volume of traffic and its 
range of operation continue to increase much 
more rapidly than road improvements are 
being effected. 

The Association urge that the only way to 
reverse this situation is to spend, upon a 
carefully thought-out plan, ibetween £25 
million and £30 million per annum for the 
next few years upon the promised road im- 
provements, and they point out that there 
are sufficient resources available in technical 
ability, materials, labour, etc., to ensure that 
the fullest value in additional road accommo- 
dation would be obtained for expenditure on 
these lines. 


Cycle Tracks. 

The merits of cycle tracks are being care- 
fully watched by the Association. In some 
areas, it is stated, they are undoubtedly use- 
ful, but in others they do not seem to be so 
beneficial. Cycle traffic is not constant. Its 
volume increases disproportionately in certain 
districts when work starts and closes at fac- 
tories and at meal times. At these periods 
cycle tracks are quite incapable of accommo- 
dating the volume of traffic then in circula- 
tion and cyclists crowd on to the carriageway. 
At other periods of the day these cycle tracks 
are deserted while the carriageways are over- 
crowded. In such cases it would appear that 
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instead of constructing a cycle track 6 ft. 
wide, it would have been more: beneficial for 
all traffic if the main carriageway had been 
widened by three or four feet, as this would 
peas provided useful space for all classes of 
traffic.

Scottish Brick Supplies. 

Mr. Joseph Weekes, architect to the Dum- 
bartonshire County Council, has reported to 
the Property Committee of the Council that 
owing to Glasgow Corporation ordering 
4,000,000 bricks—‘‘ the bulk of the supply in 
Scotland ’*—other contractors would not be 
able to obtain any.
